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Grouse Shooting on the Welsh Mountains. 

Strathhot, Ont. 

Editor Chicago Field: —It was with some doubts to my 
mind as to the amount of sport I should get that I started from 
Liverpool for Wales, on the 15th of August, for a few days’ 
grouse shooting. The fearful wet season bad caused me to aban¬ 
don the Idea of waiting for partridge shooting in September, and 
I was not sure that the young grouse had not all suffered the 
same fate as the partridges, and like them bad been entirely 
drowned out. 

Mr. Llewellln had kindly Invited me to shoot with him on his 
mountain moors In Montgomeryshire, and I was most agreeably 
disappointed to find the birds were tolerably plentiful, and that 
they had Dot suffered nearly so much from the continued wet 
weather as other game birds on the level and low lands. 

Wales, to one who was never there, Is a strange country; an 
Englishman might call It a foreign country In Britain. 
There Is no visible dividing line between the two countries, but 
traveling by rail you can easily tell when you have entered the 
principality by the curious names of the towns and villages, 
Llanfyllln, Llangollen, etc., etc. 80 many names of places 
spelled wlrh Llan for the first syllable, which with us Is equiva¬ 
lent to vllle, such as Nashville, Belleville, etc., etc. Llan In 
Wales means village, and vllle In America the same, but In Wales 
they use It for the first syllable and with us for the last. You 
also hear the people speaking In their own language, which, for 
all of It you can understand, they might just as well be speaking 
In Spanish or Japanese, and, although you can read the names of 
the places you can't pronounce them; no one but a Welshman 
can. For instance, Llanfyllln Is pronounced Clanvuhlfn, Llan- 
fihangel If Clanvebegel. It was well for me I had a letter of In¬ 
terpretation or It Is just possible I would have had some little 
trouble In finding my way. The little towns are old, odd, and 
quaint looking, more so, even, than the old English town, and 
dear knows to an American they appear queer enough. Imagine 
that the people were speaking French Instead of Welsh, you could 
more easily believe you were In Dieppe than a British town. 

On arriving at Llanfyllln I had fifteen miles posting, that is 
livery hire, to Eyenant Hall, Mr. Llcwellin’s Welsh shooting box. 
I am not at all partial to their two-wheeled rigs, as, while riding 
In them I am always thinking of the chances In favor of getting 
my neck broken by the horse falling and pitching me out on to 
the hard macadamized road. I hope the man who Invented a 
two-wheeled rig met that fate; he well deserved It. But If their 
rigs are not very good tbelr charges are, the bills for which, like 
the hotel bills, are always banded you on a nice clean plate or 
waiter. A $10 bill presented In the same style would be much 
more agreeable, and If repeated every morning before hreakfast 
would reduce the cost of a European trip amazingly. The drive 
to Eyenant was a very pleasant one along the valleys and over 
the mountains, by the side and occasionally crossing a swift run¬ 
ning stream with rocky bottom, reminding the angler of trout for 
breakfast. 

Eyenant Is In the mountains, and Mr. Lleweltln’s moors con¬ 
tain over 10,000 acres and a nice house and premises snugly sit¬ 
uated In a lovely valley with mountains towering above the 
clouds on either side, and It Is on these mountains that the 
grouse lay, and getting up them Is no fun. I saw no children 
playing on them; It’s no child’s play getting there. I have seen 
Mohawk refuse to go up to the fifth story of a hotel In an ele¬ 
vator. I would lay a wager be would go up a Welsh mountain 
In one If he had a chance, and down too, rather than walk. I 
hardly know which Is the worst, going up or coming down, one 
Is about as bad as the other, only you come down quicker than 
you go up, but have to be careful In some places you don’t miss 
your footing and fall, and If you should, and started rolling, 
you would be picked up In the valley below a hag of mlnce-mrat 
and bone-dust. Those who live there seem to walk up and down 
easy enough; maybe It la because they are used to It, or perhaps 
their toes are sharp like their little mountain sheep. I have 
walked many a mile on the broad prairies, have often tramped 
from morning until night In thp woods of Canada; no other go¬ 
ing so completely took the walking conceit out of me as arouse 
shooting on the Welsh mountains. They arc In shape like a lot 
of Inverted bowls divided Irregularly by saucers, and you seem 
always to be going up hill. Get on the top of one and you see 
another a little higher In front of you; once on that still another, 
and so on. Walk down Into one of the saucers to beat a nice 
looking little bit of heather, and when you turn to go back, the 
the distance up hill appears terrible. 

We did not start ont very early In the morning, would not be 
on our ground until ten or eleven o’clock. Of course I had not 
the regulating of this, aDd the first morning I thought It was 
very lazy work for sportsmen not to be out before that time. I 
was not quite so keen the next morning, for I found out that 
from eleven to six of mountain walking and carrying nothing 
either but a 6| pound gun, was just as much exercise as I wanted 
for one day, and a lltttle more too. Of course I felt a little 
keen to bag my first British grouse, and was close on the dogs 
when they made tbelr first point. A nice pack got up, at which 
I empted both barrels and never touched a feather; that was a 
bad start, but then I had a new gun. How one likes to have a 
real good excuse for making a really bad shot I Of course the 
gun Is generally to blame; It la very seldom the shooter. The 
next point made was on a single bird and I grassed him, per¬ 
haps I had better say heathered him, and I wear some of his 
feathers ta my hat as a memento of bagging my first British 
grouse. They are very much like onr prairie chickens; they are 
not so large; tbelr actions before the dogs are very similar, going 
In packs or coveys, and the conning old cock birds lying off 
alone, and when flushed the cocks go off with a cluck I cluck I 
clock of defiance, just like an old cock pinnated grouse; and 
to bag him you have to be quick and hit him bard. Their fleah 
la dark and In flavor ranch Ilka our bird, the young ooaa being 
whiter and aa a matter of course more tender. 

We went out every day and made nice begs; It was no 
slaughter but quite enough for really good sport. I soon found 
that to hold ray own with my companions I had to shoot straight. 
A grouse rising in front of Mr. Llewellln la la a great deal of 


danger of being killed. I don’t shoot for wagers; If I did I 
would not shoot grouse against him for one. We used Dash II., 
Norna, and a brace of puppies. The two former are so well 
known to your readers that I need say nothlug about them ; 
they are both splendid dogs, but Norna la my favorite. She has 
the true Llewellln style of going. Dash II. Is more Laverlck 
looking, but he also has the Llewellln gait. 

The grouse mountains of Wales Is no place for a poor dog, al¬ 
ways bounding over the heather, and this more than half the 
time up hill Is the hardest klDd of work, and a dog to go It aud 
stick to it has to be a good one. The heather Is a stunted mat¬ 
ted brush from six Inches to two feet high. A dog can't run 
through It as he can through grass, but has to bound over It. 
It does not cut his feet like prairie grass, but It is much harder 
work than running on the prairies. The atmosphere on the top 
of the mountains is something grand. It Is 3,000 feet above sea 
level, aud you feel as though you could breath enough Into your 
lungs to make you fly. And to look from this height down Into 
the valleys below, and across at the cloud-capped mountains be¬ 
yond, Is a panorama that must be seen. It can neither be painted 
nor described. 

It rained the day before I left nearly all day. I had uo occa¬ 
sion to go to Wales to see It rain. At home I have often seen 
fearful drouths and the threatening rain clouds passing over day 
after day without discharging one drop, appearing as If trying 
but could not rain. Here It seems the easiest thing possible to 
rain just when It pleases. You wake up in the morning and see 
the sun shining brightly, and In less than half an hour It Is rain¬ 
ing cats and dogs. The rain cleared off about 8 p. in., and It 
being then too l.<te to go to the mountains for grouse, we went 
to the bog In the valley for ducks. Mr. Llewellln loaned me 
what I did not know at the time were the only pair of fishing 
stockings he had, and went without himself. I thought when 1 
started they were grand things to tramp through a bog In. I 
changed my mind long before I got back, for In wading a stream 
I found they were exactly a half an Inch too short. Water-tight 
boots and sill fixings of this kind generally are at some time or 
other just a little too short. My fishing stockings being so, you 
can guess the result. Mallards breed In this bog, and it Is a good 
place to get at aud shoot them. We made a good bag of ducks 
and some snipes. I also knocked over a very handsome bird 
quite as large as a duck, but he had a much longer tall. I shall 
not soon forget Cameron the kennelman’s countenance when he 
called out to me did I know what I bad shot. Of course I said 

no. “ Why zur,’'he replied, “ You have killed a-Well 

then such birds have no business In a duck marsh, more espe¬ 
cially during tbelr close season. I was sorry I made the mistake 
and killed the bird, but was much more s>< that I had to leave 
before be hid hung long enough to be eaten. 

My short fishing stockings and consequent wet feet and legs, 
gave me rheumatism followed by the tortures of purgatory In the 
shape of neuralgia In the face, but luckily for me this did not come 
until after I had had my shooting out. The uext morning being 
my last shoot, as I had 10 leave Immediately after lunch to catch 
the last train that day for Liverpool, we hurried out a little ear¬ 
lier. Mr. Llewellln aud a friend shot over Dash II. and Norna, 
while Cameron worked the puppies and I shot to them. Cam¬ 
eron Is a young Inverness man, and Isa good handler of dogs; 
be has lived several years In Ireland, and has quite the brogue; 
has a good faculty of assisting one to make an excuse for making 
a bad shot, and is equally expressive In bis feelings wheD be sees 
you make a good one. He Is a very decent fellow, and I think 
will soon make a good Welshman, for the pretty little housemaid, 
Gwendoline, told ine In her very pleasing way that she was teach¬ 
ing him to speak the language, and that he was learning fast. It 
Is to be hoped that Cameron will some day reward her by becom¬ 
ing more to her than her pupil. I think they would make a good 
brace, and Gaelic and Welsh Bbould prove a good nlc. It came 
on to rain soon after we got on the mountains, but In a short 
time we bagged more birds than I wanted for my friends In Liver¬ 
pool, and we returned to the house, wet to the skin. 

After a change of clothes and a good lunch the time bad arrived 
for my bidding good-bye to Egeuant. My time there was very 
pleasant but too short, but I was to sail next day In the City of 
Berlin, the queen of the Atlantic. Had I missed her I should 
have bad to wait several days, and then take a slower boat which 
I bad no desire lo do. My grouse shoot on the Welsh moun¬ 
tains will always be very pleasantly remembered, and 1 am sorry 
to think several years may elapse before I repeat It.

Grouse Shooting. 

The following relating to the Grouse shooting season of our 
English cousins, which opened on August 13th, we copy from 
Hell's Lift-. 

From the various report* reaching us It Is evident that sport, 
after all, has proved far better than anticipated, even If It has not 
been the best experienced for some seasons. 

On the Castle Temple Moors, Renfrewshire, Lord Canlroes and 
Mr. Henry Lee-Harvey shot on the 1-th 58 brace, and on the l4tb 
5A brace. 

The further success of Mr. Barclay-Fleld and party of six guns 
reaches us from Druinour (Perthshire), to the effect that on the 
14th, at the end of the day, the bag stood as follows: Mr. Bar- 
day-Field and Lord Lewes 103} brace. Col- Maclean and Hon. B. 
Nevlll ?0 brace, Mr. Marsham and Mr. Boneor 49 brace. On the 
10th the same party accounted for: Mr. Barclay-Fleld and Mr. 
Marsham 51 brace, Mr Bonsor and Hon. R- Nevlll 1004 brace. 
Lord Lewes and Col. Maclean 40 brace. On the 18th the bags 
were: Co). Maclean and Mr. Bonsor 40 brace, Lord Lewes and 
Mr. H. Graham 004 brace, Mr. Marsham and Hon. R. Nevlll 554 
brace. 

At Tarland, Aberdeenshire, on the 13th, the Earl of Aberdeen 
and Mr. H. Lndlow-Brugea killed 4S brace of grouse and two 
hares after 1 o'clock; and on the 15th Mr. H. Ludlow-Bruge* 
shot 40 brace of groase, seven couple of wild ducks, 10 couple of 
snipe, two plovers, and ooe hare. 

At Aberfeldy, on the 19th, Lord Lewisham and LI eat-Col. the 
Hon. Brldgeraan bagged 43 brace of grouse. On the Castle 


Menzles Moor, Glengonlandlce Hill, Dr. Simpson and Mr. 
Soutbby bagged 40 brace of grouse; Capt. and the Hon. Mr. 
Hewitt, 43 brace of grouse; Mr. Colin Campbell and Mr. Man¬ 
gles, 37 brace of grouse, besides other game. This party during 
four days bagged a totai of 550 brace of grouse alone. On the 
Remoney Moor, Mr A. Harris and party (five guns), on 19th 
Bhot 232 hares, 27 brace of grouse, one snipe, and one golden 
plover. The total bagged on this moor since the 12th reached 
375 brace of grouse, 257 hares, five golden plovers, four couple 
of snipe and three woodcock. On Kllllechussle Moor, Capt. 
Grant and Mr. Asplnall, on Tuesday, bagged 43 brace of grouse. 
On Meggernle Moor, Mr. C. F. Youog and party bagged In three 
days 171 brace of grouse, seven bares and one teal duck. 

On Glenquelch, on the 14th, 184 brace of grouse; on the 15th, 
83 brace pf grouse; and on the 16th, 25 brace were bagged by Mr. 
Walter W. Gray and party (two guns). 

On the Cornalarlg and Bladdoch Moors, Braemar, Mr. Gilbert 
Wilkinson and Mr. Pease bagged 35 brace of grouse on the 14th, 
and 424 on the 15tb. 

Mr. James Balloch, of Altyre House, Forres, and party (four 
guns) bagged 418 brace of grouse for five days’ shooting. 

The Earl of Camperdown, at Gleneagles, on 19th, was success¬ 
ful In bringing down 27 brace of grouse. 

The result of the first five days' shooting on the moors of cen¬ 
tral Perthshire, says the Scotsman of the 18tb, has been by far 
the best experienced for the last six or seven years. On mostly 
all the moors, with the exception of the higher ranges, the 
broods of grouse were found even more abundant than was an¬ 
ticipated before the 4 shooting opened, and the young 
birds with the fine weather are now rapidly Improving 
In size and condition. Alpine hares are much more numerous 
than they have been for the last four or five years. On 15th 
Colonel Paley and party (three guns) bagged on the moors of 
Glenalmond 80 brace grouse and a number of hares. Colonel 
Drummond Moray, M.P., brought down to his own gun In the 
course of a few hours on the small moor of Bucbanty, Abcr- 
cairney estate, 41 brace. Mr. J. Bald and another gun bagged 
on the hill of Monzle Castle, 53 brace. Messrs. Wilson, on tbe 
moors of Lochearnslde, shot 79 brace, besides other game. Mr. 
Jardlne had about 30 brace on the moors of Ardvolrllck. In the 
east of Perthshire, on the 14th, Mr. Small, Dirnanekn, and party 
(three guns), made a bag of 56 brace of grouse, and several 
heads of other game. On the 15tb, Mr. Small and party bagged 
174 brace of grouse and other game. On Cralghall, Colonel 
Rattray and party went out a short day the 15tb, and bagged 864 
brace of grouse and other game, to two guns. On the 15th Mr. 
P. Allan Fraser and party made a bag of 2»4 brace of grouse and 
other game. On the same date Messrs. Duncau (two guns) killed 
on tbe Dalrulzlon moors 18 brace grouse per gun, exclusive of a 
number of head of other winged and ground game. Mr. C. 
Wood, on one of the Glensbee moors, msde a bag of 17 brace of 
grouse on the 15th.- On the 15th Captain Jownsend shot ou 
the Croftlnloan hill 112 brace grouse. On Klnnalrd, Mr. Lucas 
aud party, four guns, on the 14th, killed 145 brace On Loch 
Ouslilne, Mr. Malcolm Drummond, jun., of Megglnch, killed 244 
brace on the 14th, and on the 16th 274 brace. Ricehlp—Mr. 
Platt and party, four guns, average about 80 brace a day. Rie- 
more—Mr. Gordon and party, four guns, between 60 and 70 brace 
per day. Rohaleln—Mr. Bitt and party about 100 brace per 
day. On the 16th Colonel-Reid 8tewart, Stratballan Castle, and 
party were out on the west mulr of Stratballan, and bagged in a 
few hours 294brace of grouse. Mr. Pattullo, of Ashmore, and 
party wentouton the 15th, at 3 o'clock In the afternoon, and up 
to 7 o'clock bagged 52 brace of grouse, besides hares, snipe, and 
rabbits. Birds very strong; no signs of disease. Messrs. 
Wright, W. and J. G. Horn killed on the moor of Easter Shlan, 
Amulree, on the !4tb, 884 brace of grouse, six hares, three rab¬ 
bits, one snipe. On the afternoon of the 15th 314 brace grouse 
and seven hares. 

On the Ross-sblre hills, also adds tbe Scotsman, while the two 
opening days were almost all that could be desired for good 
sport, Friday and Saturday were dull and foggy. On the 14th 
Inst. Mr. Drummond, Mld-Fearn Lodge, had to one gun on the 
Fearn Moors 37) bruce grouse and two bares; and the 15th Messrs. 
Baring and Rld.-r had on Kincardine hill 52 brace grouse, three 
bares, and one snipe. 

Mr. J. H. Dickson and W. D. Duncan killed on Boquban, 
Stirlingshire, on tbe 13th, 154 brace grouse and fourplower; and 
on the 15th 164 brace grouse and two plover. 

At Blggar, on the 14th, Mr. 8 tod art and friend shot over Cross¬ 
wood Hill and bagged 27 brace of grouse. 

Lord Walter Campbell and friend, on the Inverary Moor, on the 
18th, bagged 824 brace of grouse. 

At Crieff, on the 15tb, Mr. Burns had 51 brace on Carroglen. 
On the 16th Mr. Laiubton and party had 100 brace on Aucbna- 
free. On the same day Mr. Cunnlngbaine and party had 100 
brace on Glenturret, Lord Aveland bad 36 brace on Glenartney, 
and Capt Cowan six brace on the small moor on Clatble. 

On 8lr Charles Forbes’ moors at Dalnadamph, Colonel the Hon, 
Gathorne Hardy, Mr. Edwyn Stanhope, Mr. Arthur 8assoon, 
and Sir Charles Forbes killed on the 15th and 16th 162 brace of 
apuae. 

On the 18lb, on the Iverary moors, Lord Walter Campbell 
killed 84 brace of grouse on the Salachrysnoor. On the 19th he 
and bis brother, Lord George, bad 38 brace on the M'Currach 
moor, In a comparatively short time each day. 

On tbe 15th Lord Breadalbane's party of six gnos bagged on 
the Auchmore moor 1214 brace grouse and five hares, and on the 
19tb 93 brace and four hares 

On tbe 16th, on tbe moors of WhltehtU and Cammock, Captain 
Hunter aud party (two guns) made a bag of 474 brace of grouse 
and other game. On Kilryhlll, Colonel Stanley and party (two 
guns) bagged In a few hours 134 brace of grouse and other 
game. On Brewlands moors, Mr. M’Rae and party (three guns 
In all) took a leisure strolljfor a few hours, and made a bag of 
19 brace grouse and seven head of other game. On Folds moors, 
Mr. Harold Lees and party (two guns) made a hag of 23 brace of 
grouse and oth-r game In a few hours On Glenhead moors, Mr. 
Bcyley's party at four guns were out a few hours, and bagged 83 
brace of grouse and 44 braes of other winged and ground game. 
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Oo Qlenmarkle, Mr. Penn and party of three gun* bagged 78 
brace of grouae and a number of beads of other game. On Folda 
and Fergus moors, Mr. Lees and party of two guns made of 31 
brace of grouse, a few snipe, plover and bares. Oo Brewlands 
and Klrkhlllocks moors, Mr. M'Rae and party, three guns In all, 
made a bag of 68 brace of grouse, plover, snipe, bare and cur¬ 
lews. On the forest of Caenlochan, Admiral Sir G B. Middleton 
and party were out deer-stalking, and succeeded In bringing 
down two weighty animals, one with a One bead. On Qlenhead 
they (three guns) were out for a abort time, and bagged 67 brace 
of grouse and four brace of other winged and ground game. 

We bear from the neighborhood of Sevenoaks—concerning 
shooting prospects—that the coveys are remarkably good, and 
that some capital sport is certain to be obtained. In con¬ 
sequence, however, of the lateness of the crops In Kent, as In 
other counties, shooting will of necessity be delayed to the mid¬ 
dle of September, If not till October, and It would be better if 
sportsmen made up their minds not to commence till the latter 
date.

FIRST DAY-Sept. 9. 

Tbs Groat Weatarn Fall trotting circuit opened at Minneapolis,Minn., 
on Sept. 2, under the auspices of the Minnesota Agricultural and Me¬ 
chanical Association. AbOfit MOO persons were In attendance, and a! 
though there was an unusually large, varied and Interesting collection 
of agricultural, mechanical and miscellaneous products, iba races were 
the principal attraction Unfortunately poor satisfaction was afforded 
by the trotters, most of whom were nsed up by long Journeys and un¬ 
able to equal previous performances. Two rnanlng events, having but 
two starters each, wort- paesebly interesting, but were won, hands 
down, by Ecker's Hi. Loots stable. Bill Baas capturing a mils dash from

the only three who pot In an apnearaace for the $250 purse, Joho R-. 
Frank Fish and Cricket John R. was favorite over the other two, and 
after the two beats bad b*«n trotted complaints from tho pool box came 
into the Judges'stand, and the three succeeding beau were taken by 


John R., with Fisk crowding hard. On the fifth heat Cricket was dis¬ 
tanced for rnnultig, and the second money went to Fisk. The lime was 
2:441*. 2:41k. 2:»M, 2:31, 2:32. 

In trie 2:22 class, for a purse of $1,000, the starters were Pate's Kate 
Middleton, Cum. Hamilton's Kate Hall, J. D McDonald’s Brigadier and 
W. H. Crawford's Lew Scott. Tho horses were called on at half-past 3, 
Brigadier and Kate Mlddletou having arrlvodsn hour before from Hart¬ 
ford. Brigadier had the pole. Kate lull second, Dew Scott third. Pale's 
mare acted badly, and was distanced ou the first heat, and Brigadier 
bandy saved III*'distance lu the third. In tho second and third b-ats 
Scott Justified the confidence expressed (n him by the pool-box, in 
which he went for $35 to the field's $2i. lie P>ofe the race in throe 
straight heats, in 2:30k. 2:29*4. and 2:«>k 

The mile dash, all ages, between Bell Boss and Florence Payue, for a 
purse of $250, was won by Bosh with ease iu 1:5l». 

The throe-year-old running race, mile heats, for a parse of $410, wns 
taken by Minnie Lewis, In 1:53 uud 1:51*4, Athelstaue making a hot 
race. 

The day's sport was concluded with a half-mile dash by McDonald'# 
Roman charioteers, the black team drivcu by Mrs. McDonald arriving 
lu l:01K. 

The match between Darby and Hopeful was declared off, and it waa 
announced that Lucy would pace against Hopeful on Friday. 

SECOND DAY.— Sept. 3. 

The attendance on the second day waa about 10,000 persons. Three 
trotting and one running race were on the programme, which was 
carried out systematically and promptly. Unbroken heats in three 
trotting contests had much to do with this result. The classes were the 
2:30, free-for-all, and the 2:40, following each other as named. 

Warrior, Little Wonder. Billy Boy aud Fleta started In the first race, 
which wa* won by Warrior lu handsome style. The positions were 
alike In every lieut. Little Wonder moved away strung In the first, but 
was overhauled and passed by Warrior on the back stretch at the finish. 
He was a good second. Billy Boy made a commendable finish In the 
second and third heats, but could only beat Fleta, who was of no ac¬ 
count. Time—2:28^,2:80, 2:30. 

Only Darby, 8coil's Thomas, and Dolly appeared for the free for-all 
purse. Neither Dolly nor Scott's Thomas could trot a bit. Mace had 
to hold Darby back to less than a thirty gall to give the contest a 
semblance of a race. Had he driven at all, there would have becu hut 
one heat. Time—2:29, 2:30, 2:31. 

The 2:40 class.gave an interesting race, and Green Charley won hand¬ 
ily, defeallug Buslucss, Archers, Alraont, Black Kate and Stormer. 
Business was the favorite over the field, aud Black Kale next. In the 
estimation of pool borers, while the others sold for nominal figure* 

In the first heat Alrnout went to the quarter pole lu the lead, Charley 
second. Business third, Stormer fourth, aud Black Kate last. Ou the 
second quarter Charley carried Almont to a break, assumed the lead, 
aud held it to the wire In 2:31' / 4. Almont finished his wheel half a 
length ahead of Black Kate, who trotted magnificently durlug the first 
half. Business aud Stormer were poorly placed. Charley cot out the 
work iu the second heat with Busluess lu hot pursuit. At the quarter 
they were even and the others out of the race. They trotted double for 
the second quarter, but In the third Charley shook Business off and ob¬ 
tained a clear lead of throu lengths. Taken in band on the homestretch 
he finished a length ahead, in 2:30^4, Busluess and Almont close up. 

Thejudgvs removed Maxwell from behind Business and put up Dun¬ 
bar for the third beat. To convince the Judges and spectators that 
Charley was the fastest horse In the race, Bob Farrell turned him loose 
from the word, and the result of the heat was uover In doubt. Dunbar 
rushed Business alone ut bis best, hut was beaten three lengths to the 
quarter, six to the hair aud drove his horse Into the air near the third 
quarter. Almont thou took second place only to be deprived of it on 
the homestretch by Busluess. Charley wus jogged the last quurter, and 
reached the score an open leugth in advance of Business, who beat 
Almont by half a length. Time, 2:30. Black Kate and Stormer were 
poorly placed. 

Theru ulng race, a dash or a mile and o quarter, for all ages, was 
contested by Sam Ecker’s Krupp Gun and Isaac Staple's Florence 
Payue and Thornton Moore. Florence Payne ran away from tho other 
two, beating Krupp Gun a dozen lengths, he (n turn twouty lengths be¬ 
fore Thornton Moore. 

THIRD DAY— Sept. 4. 

It was estimated that 30,000 persons atteudod the Fair on the third 
day. There were four races ou the card: the pacing, 2:20 class trolling 
and two running races, mile bents for all ages trod a mile aud a hall 
dash for three-year-oldv. The pacers were called first, their 
appearance being the signal for deafening and prolonged ap¬ 
plause, that Indicated clearly the feeling and interest their 
previous performances had established Nolwlthstandiug unre¬ 
mitting efforts on tho part of the management, the track, which 
bad become remarkably ary for want of rain, was too sandy and slow to 
enable horses to pace as fast ns usual. It was not In what was deemed 
suitable condition for Sleepy Tom or Mattie Hunter, and as Rowdy Boy 
the latter was regarded by many as having the best chance to win at the 
start. Pools sold: Sleepy Tom, $20; Rowdy Boy, 27; field, $3. Steve 
Phillips piloted Tom, Dau Mace, Lucy; Joe Rea, Mattie Hunter, aud 
Charley rarth, Rowdy Boy. In the first heat .Mattie Hunter and Tom 
broke on the first turn and lost leu to fifteen lengths respectively. 
Rowdy Boy cut out the work aud led the half, where Lucy overhauled 
him and hung lo his wheel until striking the homestretch, where she 
closed In aud beat him lo tho wire by a leugth in 2:10. Mattie 
finished strong and was but a neck behind Rowdy Boy, Sleepy Tom of 
no consequence. All moved out handsomely for the secoud heat, Rowdy 
Boy leading, Mattie Hauler second, Tom third and Lucy last. A 
gruud race with no chunge of positlous ensued till near half 
when Tom broke and fell back. Ou the third quarter, Mattie Hunter 
got to Rowdy Boy s girt, uud Lucy locked herself In a corresponding 
positlou as third. Tom closing after them at nearly a (wo-minute clip; 
a hundred yard* from the wire Lucy was in front, Rowdy Boy a neck 
behind, and Mattie on his wheel coming fast; Sleepy Tom four lengths 
away. Rowdy Boy was first to field, and, breaking, swerved to right 
aud left In from of Mattie Hunter, cutting her off and securing the 
heat to Lucy by au open leugth and second place to Tom, who beat 
Mattie Hqpter a head. Time, 2:1714, the last quarter In 0:63V4- Sleepy 
Tom was hbw settled lo his work, aud won the next three beats in such 
au off-hand manner that a description would be superfluous. He had 
the field at command at the quarters, and completed hla mile In 2:15%i, 
2:10, and 2:17, finishing In a jog, the others strung out as per summary. 
Lucy made serious breaks in the third and fourth heats, aud came home 
a long way hehiud. Such unqualified satisfaction was given by the 
race that au extra parse of $X,(JU0 was anuonnccd for the pacers ou Sat¬ 
urday. 

The starters In tho 2:28 class were Warrior, Kichwood. Harry and 
Mnmhritc* Boy. and the mco was au easy oue for Warrior in three 
straight heats, In the third of which be lowered his record two seconds. 
Time. 2:30, 2:9K 2:28. Harry received second money, Kichwood third, 
and Mambrino Boy the fourth. 

Florence Payne took the first heat lu the mlle-and-repeat running and 
Bill Bass the succeeding ones lu 1:5014,1 Htt, End 1:50. They were the 
only starters. Minnie Lewis won the mile aud a half dash over Athol 
■tone In 2:53. 

FOURTH DAY.-Bept 5. 

The attendance to-day was estimated at 15,000 persons. Rain began 
to fall at daylight, and continued at Intervals until noon, when It was 
succeeded by a cold northwest wind, that chilled everything within Its 
limits. The track uceded rain, bat lfie fall to-day was too great and 
left It heavy and sllpperv, in consequence of which the time scored was 
comparatively slow. There were four eveuto—the three minute and 
2:19 trots, a special race between Hopeful and Lucy, and a nuinlug 
dash of one mile and three-qaarters. 

The first race called was the mile and three-quarter dash, for which 
Krupp Gun, Florence Pavne and Athelstaue started. Krupp Gun and 
Florence Payne had a close conteal from end to end—Ecker's repre¬ 
sentative winning by a neck—Atbelatane was beaten off. The timing 
Judges did not notice the start, hence no time was recorded. 

The three-mlnnte race, contested by John R., Frank, Fisk, Uoo. B., 
Alley and Prioress, was a one-sided affair, John K. taking consecutive 
beats In hollow style. 

The special between Hopeful and Lncy was fairly Interesting. Hope¬ 
ful showed himself a good performer on a heavy track, while Lucy 
could do noth lug worthy of note. Hopeful trotted hla first heat In 
2:fRV4, which was a secoud and a half better than any one believed he 
rould make. The second and third heats were 2:20 and 2:28. Lucy waa 
nofthere lu the first two. and only a neclr behind In the third. 
mAt the conclusion of the race the Utile gray received a regular ova¬ 
tion, and Dan. Mace waa called Into the Judges' stand aud presented 
with a beautiful floral borse shoe, the gift or the ladles of Minneapolis. 

The 2:19 race was unfinished at the end of six beats, which held the 
audience together until the stars shone oat brightly. Lew Scott, Mazo 
raanle, Scott's Thomas aud Katie Middleton were the starters. Lew 
Scott was the first choice, Maxomanle second, Scott's Thomas third, 
and Katie Middleton almost Ignored. The Unit heat waa secured by 
Lew Scott without an effort In 8 28; Scott's Thomas finished two 
lengths behind him and a ueck before Masomaole, while Katie Middle- 
ton, who broke on the finl turn, ana reached the quarter a distance out, 
waa a good fburth. 

In the second heat Scott cut out the work, with Scott's Thomas sec¬ 
ond. Maaom ante third, and Middleton In the air. At the quarter th* 
field waa well dlvIrM. Katie Middleton being fifty yards behind Mazo- 
raanle. No change or Importance occurred antll nearing the half, when 


applause, four lengths ahead In 2:26. She trotted the final quarter In 
:35,and for the leaf lOOyarda waa eased op,Rea holding the reins loosely 
In one hand and patting her flanks with the other. Scott's Thomas fin¬ 
ished second, Lew Scott third, and Mazomanle last. 

Scott, as usual, led off for the third beat, Scott's Thomaa second, Max- 
omanlc third, Mlddletou last. All went steady to the middle of the 
third quarter, when Mlddletou, who threw a toe weight ou the second 
turn, left her feet and dropped out of the race In the final brush, 8cott's 
Thomas out-finished Lew Scott and beat him half a length In 2:27Q. 

The fourth beat was captured by Maaomaole, who beat Lew Scott a 
head, after a splendid contest on the homestretch. At the half-mile 
Middleton was two distances away, but by au exhibition of marvelous 
speed she came home a good third, a neck In advance of Scott's 
Thomas. 

Maxomanle w'as never headed In tho fifth heat. Lew Scott drove 
him for three-quarlere of a mile, aud at (he finish had a scant neck the 
best of Middleton, who broke on the first quarter, settled and trotted 
very fast to the half, where, through McKImmln's shouting to Scott's 
Thomas, she was again thrown Into the air, to lose a dozen lengths. 
Squaring away once more, she made a brush that will be famous as 
loug a* trotting Is known In the Northwest. Beginning the third quar¬ 
ter twenty lengths behind, she landed at the wire two lougths ahead of 
Lew Scott, and would have boateu Maxomanle had the mile been fifty 
feet longer. A patrol Judge reported McKImmln for causing her to break, 
and that gentleman explained that owing to Scott’s Thomas being 
blind he could not touch him with the whip, and had to drive him by 
yelling. 

It was nearer night than day when the sixth heat was started. Mazo 
manle broke on the first tarn, bat Katie Middleton went to work with 
all of her former steadiness, and, after trailing Lew Scott lo the home¬ 
stretch, assumed the lead at pleasure, and jogged to the wire lu 2:28, 
four lengths ahead. Lew Scott was second, Scott's Thomas third aua 
Maxomanle last. The race waa then postponed uuttl the next day. 

FIFTH DAY-Sept. 8. 

The meeting was Drought to a close on r>ept. b, the attendanco num¬ 
bering 5,000 persons. The unfinished 2:19 class race was the drawing 
card, the closeness of the contest aud the division of the heats attract¬ 
ing great interest toward tho ultimate result. The horses got off ou the 
fourth trial, and Lew Scott made an endeavor to secure the heat by 
opening a big gap on the first half, Scott'a Thomas four lengths In the 
rear, and Kafle Middleton endeavoring to recover. After going off her 
feet at the turn, which dropped her to the roar, she settled down to a 
square trot on the second quarter, overhauled Maxomanle, and went 
Into third place, but again missed her footing at the half. Lew Scott 
still held a substantia? lead, but the three other horses entered the 
homestretch in a bunch, the mare finally overhauling Lew Scott, and 
taking (he heat in magulficeut style lu 2:24, over a track none the Dost, 
and with a high wlud blowing. The horses went down the backstretch 
at a 2:12 gait, with the wind, Scott reaching the quarter In :36, the half 
in l.'lU!*, and the three-quarters In 1:47. 

Darby trotted two heats against time with a runuing mate. The first 
heut was done iu 2:*4A& iu faultless style, uud the secoud iu 2:21)4, 
alter a had break at the quarter, from which point he came home at a 


2:15 gait. Lucy didn't start with the pacers, and Rowdy Boy took three 
straight beats In magulficeut style, holding the vuntnge secured iu the 
allotment of place from first to last. Sleepy Tom made bad breaks lu 
the secoud and (bird heals. Justus be overtook Mattie and Rowdy 
Boy on the fast quarter of the third mile, the throe slde-wheclers corn- 
lug down the track all abreast, with the chances favorable to the blind 
horse taking the heat, be broke at the dlstauce pole aud dropped to 
third place. The lime was2:l64i, 2:1814,2:18*4. 

Tho starters lu the 2:21 class, for a purse of $1,000, were Little 
Gyusv, Doty aud Katie Hall. The race was uneventful, and was taken 
by Little Gypsy, Doty acting badly. Time. 2:22ii, 2:2814, 2:27. In 
the Minneapolis cup race, two aud a half mile dash, for a purse of 
$250, Isaac Staples started Gov. Noptuue and Florence Payue, aud 
Ham Eckers Krupp-Guu. Florence Payne led for the first mile, but 
yielded lo Gov. Neptune, aud dropping to third place, Neptune wlnniug 
the dash In 4:45.

The cablo Boor was very slippery, and the boards were undoubt¬ 
edly laid with criminal carelessness. They clambered upon the 
deck, and chose the most comfortable places for lounging. One 
of them stretched himself at full length on the .cabin-top. Mon- 
tauk light-house bobbed up and down like a cork. “ Look out 
for yourselves there,” shouted the. skipper, "she’s going to 
jibe!” The mao on the cabin-top sprang .down with alacrity, 
and the others ducked their heads; and she jibed. The main- 
boom swung from one side to the other, quick as a lightning 
flash, with an alarming noise. “ If that hail a hit one of you, 
you’d never a seen Greenport again,” sald’the Captain, encourag¬ 
ingly. Then she lay to, bouncing as furiously as ever, and the 
captain said It was time to Ush. But some of»hls passengers did 
not care about Ashing. One of them crouched in a corner, and 
looked very miserable, Indeed; two of them said they would not 
eat any breakfast, and one of them said be would, but didn’t. 
The Captain bud decided not to have a llsh breakfast. “ We’ll 
keep them fish for dinner,” he said; “you'll catch heaps on 'em 
round about here; this is the spot to fish; 1 calliate you’ll take 
a hundred or so back to Greenport.” Two lines were baited and 
cast. Then the aggressive and apparently unnecessary lad, whom 
Capt. Ross had insisted on bringing with the party, made himself 
very disagreeable. He climbed to the mast-head; _ he straddled 
the bowsprit, and leaped about the deck In a most unconcerned 
manner, although there was one of those short, choppy seas 
which, everybody knows, often makes old sailors 
sick, and although the sloop was not sailing, which, 
as everybody knows equally well, makes matters much worse. 
And when the Impudent youth suggested beer, even the llaher 
men shuddered. Then the odor of frying ham, always disagree¬ 
able enough, ascended from that pent-up little cabin, and the 
skipper pretty soon had the temerity to announce breakfast. 
Not, however, before the very experienced Usher, hitherto 
alluded to as the catcher of the black bass, had pulled in a fine- 
looking, large fish which the boy knocked smurllv over the note 
and threw into the sea again, remarking, “ Dog-fish is no good;” 
not until the same lucky Individual had also hoisted upon deck a 
fish which Capt. William pronounced “ the fluesl black bass be 
ever see," and had also contributed another smaller bass to the 
dinner table, and not until the catcher of the flounders, having 
had both his baited hooks and a good part of his line carried away 
by a shark, had repaired the loss and caught another fluke. 

After breakfast the sloop sailed in toward Montauk Point. 
The light house stands on the top of a high cliff rising almost 
from the sea. At its base the shore is rocky, but there is a fine 
sandy beach on the south side. There are three habitable bouses 
In the neighborhood of the light-house, which Is surrounded by 
a fine farm. 'But the voyagers of the Nahnia had no desire to 
effect a landing at Montauk. Most of them desired only to get 
into smooth water, and one of them afterward confessed that 
bis only desire was to die Immediately. Boon, however, scud¬ 
ding before the east wind, the sloop reached tolerably smooth 
water on her homeward course, and the voyager's appetites be¬ 
gan to return. Balling an hour or so, the sloop lay to off 
Gardiner's Island again, and some rowed ashore with the youth 
to dig clams in a little creek, of which he knew, for bait to catch 
smaller fish. There was a rock off the coast of the islaud that 
the Captain said was a royal place for fishing. When the clams 
were dug the rock was approached, and the lines were cast. 
"There’s black-fish here,”said Capt. William, "lots on ’em, and 
porgles;” and be argued further, “Porgies Is not only good fisbln’, 
bnt goodeatln’." Neither black-fish nor porgh s were caught, 
however, but the flsh-ehowder, which the Captain prepared, 
consoled the voyagers for all their troubles. It was a unique 
chowder; the fish was in one dish, the potatoes In another and 
the chowder In another. All three of the dishes were speedily 
emptied. After dinner the Nahrna was beadfld for Greenport, 
the neglected beer was brought from the ice, the forgotten pipes 
were hunted np, and all the voyagers felt'supremely happy. 

"There's fish In the sea,” said Captain William, "an there's 
them that catches'em. In catchin’ fish a good deal depends 
onto the sea, an’ a eood deal onto the wind, an’ a good deal onto 
the fish, an’ sometimes, I calliate, a good deal onto them as holds 
the lines." E. A. D. 

AtPicnielFIxhing Party with a Naturalist. 


On Friday, Aug. 23, 1879, after a hasty breakfast, the omnibus 
hired for the occasion drove up to the door on time, 7 o'clock 
sharp, a. m. Rods tied up, camp equipage, cooking utensils and 
sundry essentials duly prepared the evening previous were all 
stored away when my neighbor Thomas, his son Reuben and hts 
two daughters and son’s wife, myself and two daughters, seated. 
The driver cracked his whip, and we, without loss of time, passed 
through Mlllersvllle, and on the safe harbor road to the Conestoga 
bridge at Shober’s paper mill, where we dlsemburked, and had 
our plunder soon conveyed Inside a field adjotulng the mllldam, 
under fine-spreading shade trees. The driver returned to the city, 
with orders to be back at about 7 o’clock In the evening for our 
returnQjome. Here we were, our bouses locked up, all business 
shut out, to enjoy a loose foot for a day In the full sun and shade 
out of doors Now, Mr. Thomas and bis son Reuben are both 
experts at Ashing, and they soon had their rods and reela adjusted, 
and bait at band ready to oommence operations. I have, perhaps, 
leaa patience and experience than most who know anything at 
all about Ashing. I had a simple reed-rod and plain line—bob 
and link, attached; while our daughters amused themselves 
some in looking after ua, as each made choice of hts own point 
to fish, I crossed over on the dam, above water, and tried a 
place. I found the sun hot, and no nibbles, so I moved to the 
other aide and took shelter In the shade, and tiled again; tbs 
boh soon went up and down, then under; I pulled out, but only 
had the worm dangling on the book. I fixed ibis soon to try 
again; down went the cork, and now I bad somei hlng. I polled; 
It would not yield. I coaxed, hut I had hold of a huge snapper or 
log of wood. Well, this state of affair* did not meet my fancy. 
I could not go to the hook, nor would a moderate poll bring the 
book to me, so a stronger pull was given, and the line came, but 
neither link oor book thereto. This concluded this pert of the 
entertainment. I re-crossed the mllldam for a fresh link, which 


I ought to have carried about me, as any one but a novice 
would. The women folks wanted to know the cause of my re¬ 
turn ; 1 briefly Insinuated that I did not provide an anchor for a 
hook nor design to bob for whales, and so I lost my hook and 
link, and must go somewhere where the fish are smaller. A fresh 
hook aud link adjusted, I kept down the creek, but could see 
nothing of my friends. The sun bore down warmly, ao I found 
a cosy place In the shadow of the bridge, and there I found a 
good seat, and fishing uot so tiresome. 

1 kept my eye steadily upon my float, as It kept bobbing up 
and duwu by the ripples of the flowing water, until my head got 
dlxzy, and 1 began to fancy myself afloat, when a bite aroused 
me aud behold 1 flung out a small sunfish I 1 examined the little 
fellow, as an Ichthiologlat might, but not like a regular Bahamian, 
who would have flung It Into the water with disgust. It proved 
to be a Bupomotie (Pomotie) sums, the common sunflsh. Next 
I caught a young specimen of the striped bass or rock-flab, 
Jtoccue Uneatue. 1 bad never met with It at so young a stage, 
and after making notes gave It back to the stream. Another 
small sunllsb. This satisfied me that I had enough of small fry, 
so 1 look up my line and went a little further down stream. No 
shade offering here I took a sun bath, and flung In my lines. 
After patiently waiting, I had a glorious nibble, then a bite, and 
I drew out a sprawling four-footed creature, like a straddle bug 
—parduu me, I was just on the point of adding another syllable, 
but will simply say to my illsgust, It was one of those small tor¬ 
toises called " sttnk-pots,” vulgarly, but scientifically It has as 
many synonyms as common rogues have aliases In every new 
quarter they make their beat. Tea, this was what Agassiz calls 
the Otulhtta odorata. I noticed the pair of wart-like appendages 
under Its lower jaw, and am not sure that these are mentioned 
In the descriptions I have read. Disengaging this unwelcome 
beast, neither fish oor fowl, I retired to a shade to reflect upon 
the Joys of a fisherman. Here I recalled an occurrence of which 
my friend Prof. E. D. Cope makes mention In his article XIII, 
syuopsls of the cyprinidie of Penusylvanla,read Ocl^icr 19, 1860, 
pp. 351, proceedings of the Academy of Natural Science, Phila¬ 
delphia. In his notes to the species Ilypsilepie Kentukieruie 
(Ralinesque)* he says on page 371: " During the seventh month 
of the present year I watched a company of them, with a greater 
uumber of the Ilybopsit progne * clearing out with pectoral fins 
and muzzle, a sandy basin between two ruots of a stump stand¬ 
ing In the ConeBtoga creek. They were excessively active, sud¬ 
denly turning from their employment and sailing off in stream¬ 
ing columns, when the silver white of their flns had a pleasing 
and peculiar effect in the evening light. As we approached, a 
Tropidoiwtue eipedo t swam off with a luckless Hybopsls across 
his mouth, butsoon returned to watch alternately ourselves, and 
the busy throng. Approaching cautiously, ha struck right aud 
left, below thesurlace, as the minnows passed him, but often fell 
short, till a hungry Arumuchityaudoratue, J having the baste aud 
movements of a half-fed hog, came nosing his way Into the midst 
of the uususpectlng party. They of course scattered in all di¬ 
rections, while he hastily explored the ground, and fiudlug no 
eggs, scuttled off with the wampum snake. The latter returned, 
and aas successfully pursuing his fishing when we left.” This I 
copy verbatim, as I was present, and the occurrence took place 
within five yards of where I captured the stink-pot. The Pro¬ 
fessor calls it AromocMys instead of Ozotheca, and our common 
water snake I always called Iferudia sipedon, he calls Tropidonotue 
hijhdu. So It is, and not much wonder, fishermen care little about 
scientific names and questions; but our hobbles run In grooves, 
so we must Indulge each other, unless they get worn too deep, 
and cut through so that the bottom falls out—Its time to calk up 
or “ shut up ” then. But remember, I desired the sport and joy 
of the fisherman; that being disappointed, I could uot help but 
recall the time, when, In company with the distinguished Professor, 
just thirteen years sgo, I saw what he describes, and made up 
the “ we," and the edifying company I enjoyed In our ride to 
safe hast*tr, from Lancaster and home. Aroused from inv reflec¬ 
tion, a^d no signs of my two experts, I concluded to call It a half 
day, and join the congenial and merry laugh of the female por¬ 
tion of our compauy, uot far off In the shade. I related my suc¬ 
cess and they enjoyed a hearty laugh at my expense. 

I could give no account of the other fishes. While the ladlea 
were getting things ready for dinner, they being provided with 
tripod and kludllng, I made a pencil sketch of the paper-mill and 
bridge for pastime. An hour after, the stragglers came in with 
tbelr plunder, several striped bass, cat-fish, chubs, suckers, etc., 
they had something to show. I was pronounced a regular green 
horn; they bad no patience to hear me scientifically. It Is prac¬ 
tice, practical knowledge, that only passes current, so I dried up. 

1 had noticed my aged uelghbor to be rather fidgety with his bands; 
on a closer look, I observed the one very red aud swollen, and a 
finger with a bloody bandage on his left band. On Inquiry he 
staled very dryly, that a branch of a willow tree obstructed bis 
fishing operations; be took out his pocket knife to cut the branch 
away, and In moving about he must have trespassed upon the 
Inherent rights of a colony of Bombus, as one of them gave 
notice of ejectment by giving him ooe or more digs upon the 
back of his hand; this he resented by striking the Intruder off, 
when another came buzzing about his ear ; In striking at this one 
he forgot the open knife In hlahand, and, unfortunately, Inflicted 
a gash on the index finger of hla left hand; as the bum began to 
thicken, he heat a retreat to attend to bis wounds. The sting 
was then much Inflamed and his hand much swollen, and no 
lotion at hand, save a little medicated old rye, that Is, with 
Jamaica ginger in It. Well, so It Is, amid our enjoyments we may 
find a sting that gives us pain, though no evil was Intended, and 
from a source wholly unlooked for. 

But to have all out of doors to turn In, a fine breeze, the sun 
trying to sift through the foliage, the green, grassy, aud shady 
nook, smiling cheerful faces, and the joy of social Intercourse, 
b otted all our mishaps from our memory; a dinner that a keen 
appetite could enjoy was ready, the table spread bountifully, and 
altogether It was a feast of fat things and long to be remembered. 
After dinner we men Indulged In tbs fumes of tobacco and re¬ 
counting our adventures of the forenoon, aud laying plans fov 
the afternoon. I hardly had an object, but to note and make 
observations promiscuously during tbs afternoon. The younger 
Thomas and I fished awhile, by going up stream, but a spat of 
rain coming op and no show of fish we returned to camp. I con¬ 
cluded that I bad done as much at fishing as suited my ardor, so 
I turned to botany aud spent the rest of the lime till supper partly 
with the ladles In naming plants collected by them, or In search 
and Inspection among the shrubbery for something new. In 
short, when the omnibus came at 7 o’clock, p. m., we were ready 
to return home, having spent a delightful day, In spite of the few 
draw-backs.

The Pole Flounder. 

Ills remarkable that this new fish just brought to public notice 
has escaped attention from our fishermen so long, but the reason 
Is plain, our men do not use beam-trawls which drag the bottom 
as all flat fishes are taken In Europe. Our plalteua are all cap¬ 
tured with the hook, and the pole flounder has so small a mouth 
that It has probably nibbled bait for centuries without getting 
captured, yet there It la in quantities, only waiting a few beam- 
trawls to take them lu out of the wet. The fish has a distinct, 
Individual flavor, disliked by a few bnt the majority pronounce 
It the best of our flat fishes. Concerning this fish the JVew York 
Time says: 

"If an invitation was sent to any one as follows, ‘Come and 
eat Olyptocephalue cynoytoesu*,' there might be something so 
dreadful in the sounding of these doubly-compounded Greek 
words that the most famished or enterprising of diners might 
become appalled. After all, however, when these scientific terms 
are reduced to common fish nomenclature, the 25 letters may be 
translated for all future usage Into pole flounder. Now, the pole 
flounder Is a novel fish, one that has never been eaten lu the 
United States, and its Introduction to the public Is due to Prof. 
Baird. It Is not difficult to understand, when an explanation Is 
given, why this fish never has, before this, come to the surface. 
Nature has made the pole flounder with such a small mouth that 
It cannot seize a hook. Tantalus-llke, then, the pole'flounder 
may have had all along the coast (providing enterprising fisher¬ 
men used lines of sufficient depth) the most tempting morsels of 
bait offered to them without havlngthechanceof taking the allur¬ 
ing hook. Like St. Cecilia’s cherublms, who, when requested 
to sit down, replied In elegant French, ‘ noua »’ owns pat do 
qmti,' the pole flounder could not swallow a hook when particu¬ 
larly urged to do so. But escape from the hook has not given 
ihe pole flounder Immunity. Last year when using the beam- 
trawl, In order to procure specimens from the deep-sea bottoms, 
the United States Fish Commissioner captured a number 
of these flat fish. The beam-trawl is the same apparatus as 
Is used by the Dutch and English fishermen when they work 
over the bottom of the German Ocean, intent on the capture 
of the noble turbot and the delicate sole. A few days ago, 
the Fish Commission, now at Provlncetown,tbe extremity of Cape 
Cod, made quite a haul, and a number of pole flounders were 
sent to New York to be eaten. The New York Fish Commis¬ 
sioner, Mr. E. G. Blackford, who received the fish from Prof. 
Baird, distributed them, to use a somewhat hackneyed phrase, 
where they would do the most good—to the Windsor Hotel, to 
Cable’s, and Selghortner’s. Last week the merits of the pole 
flounder, as a table fiBh, were thoroughly tasted. The fish Itself 
will weigh some three and a half to four pounds, and, as Its 
name denotes, it Is like a flounder; there are, however, great dif¬ 
ferences In its osseous construction. Whereas, In our common 
American flounder the spines of the fins run almost up to the 
backbone, in the pole flounder the spines are shorter, and they 
do not originate anything like as near to the principal main bone. 
There Is. then, very little waste about the fish. After scaling 
and opeulng, simply trimming the continuous Hub with a pair of 
scissors la all the preparation necessary. But the great peculi¬ 
arity Is that the fish, beyond or surrounding the fillet, abounds 
with rich, gelatinous food. Now, we have no turbot In the 
United States; we have only a kindred species, which does not 
compare as food with the fish of European waters. Our floun¬ 
ders, though good when properly prepared, are much Inferior to 
the sole, being decidedly coarser. If only a fish, then, could be 
discovered, a happy medium between the turbot and sole, it 
would be a find Indeed. It may be asserted beyond the cavil of 
a doubt, that In the pole flounder a superb table fish has been 
presented, it Is to be hoped, to a discerning public. The fish 
which was to be tried was cooked au gratia, and was partaken of 
by gentlemeu who, being familiar with the sole, declared that the 
fish under gustatory trial surpassed It. The meat was snow-wblte, 
delicate in texture, and with a peculiar, excellent flavor of its 
own. If the tile fish, of which meutlon has been made In these 
columns, was thought to be a fair fish, the pole flounder, It may 
be Insisted upon, Is to be considered os a fish which should 
occupy a leading place, and should be ranked as high as, If not 
higher than, the English sole. The fish has been cooked so far 
by the various experimenters, plainly broiled like the English 
sole, <ih gratia and au via Wane, and there has been a unanimous 
verdict of its excellence. It is questionable yet whether it could 
be served, as Is the sole, mt filet; perhaps Its flesh would be too 
delicate, but the essay .Is yet to be made. Our market columns 
present quite faithfully the scarcity of fish In New York, and not 
only in a gastronomic, but lu an economic sense, it can be seen 
bow necessary it is to expand all we can our fish products. With 
the pole flouuder It Is believed that that difficulty which has ex¬ 
isted so far as to^furnlshlng a delicate flat fish ou our American 
tables will now be overcome. There have been many receipts 
given in the household columns of Ttu Times which could be ap¬ 
plied to cooking this fish. A pole flounder a la Normande would 
be admirable, as the richer quality of the fish would be an Im¬ 
provement on sole. 

The (jueiitioii Not Nettled. 

The annual death of fish In many parts of the country occur¬ 
ring during the hot months is attracting a great deal of attention, 
and In western New York where, near Hemlock Lake, which 
supplies the city of Rochester with water, the report has been 
circulated that the water was bad, it has caused considerable 
anxiety. In an article headed " The Fish Question Settled,” 
the Rochester Democrat and Chronicle says of this rumor: 

“ The people resident tn the immediate vicinity were consider¬ 
ably agitated on the subject, and some of the more timid ones 
about Hemlock feared there was some peculiar element in the 
water causing the difficulty. Inasmuch as this, If true, was of 
Interest to the people of Rochester, who-were dally drinking the 
water of the lake, the gentlemen of the water aud Are board 
placed the matter In the hands of Prof 8. A. Lattlroore, of the 
university, for Investigation. Several fish were sent to him, and 
by him subjected to a microscopical examination. The result of 
bis study Is most satisfactory aud conclusive, and effectually sets 
at reel all fears that the water of Hemlock Lake Is not ss pure 
and healthful as ever for those who drink It The fear that the 
water might be contaminated from the decaying bodies of the 
fish Is also groundless, for the members of the board employed a 
force of men to watch for the Infected fish aud remove them. 
In this manner all corrupting matters have beeu kept away from 
the water, and It was never In better condition than at the pres¬ 
ent The report la as follows: 

UmvaasiTT or Roc Basra a, Aug. 88, 1879. 

To the Water Worke and Wrs Board : 

GaitTnaMilt;— A few days since Chief-engineer Tubbe called 
my attention to the fact that a singular mortality wsa prevalent 
among the fish—especially the parch—In Hemlock Lake, and I 
was requested to Investigate the case with a view to ascertain, If 
possible, the cause, and whether or not the mortality was due 
to say unusual condition of the water of the lake. By bis direc¬ 
tion a number of the fish were forwarded to me, and I have ex¬ 
amined them with the following results: 

One or more patches were observed on each Bah, slightly altered 
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In general appearance and color: less glossy; in tome cum the 
edge* of the scales slightly raised, giving a roughened surface, 
while in others the patch was covered with a somewhat tenacious, 
slimy coatlDg. Under the dissecting needles this coating pre¬ 
sents a fibrous structure, just discernible to the naked eye, re¬ 
sembling a minute tuft of cotton, but vastly finer. When mag¬ 
nified from fifty to a hundred times under the microscope. It Is 
seen to consist of a tangled mass of fibres, evidently 
vegetable in character, and belonging to that class 
of parasite plants known as fungi. This particular 
fungus (saprolegnia) Is of very common occurrence In many kinds 
of fish and other aquatic animals. Many years ago I saw vast 
numbers of fish dying from this cause in Hemlock Lake, and 
several years later I saw still greater numbers dying in Seueca 
Lake, and I am Informed that the disease has, during the present 
season, attacked the fish In several other lakes, including Lake 
Ontario. 

Gold fish kept in aquaria are often troubled by this fungus, 
and are sometimes saved by wiping it off from the surface- It 
is the peat also of the hatcblng-house, fastening itself on the eggs 
of fish and destroying their vitality. 

The fish which I examined seemed In all other respects 
healthy and In good condition. Neither the respltory nor digest¬ 
ive organs showed any symptoms of disease, nor were any para¬ 
sites, either animal or vegetable, observed. The trouble Is appar¬ 
ently limited to the cutaneous surface, and, although it may not 
yet be considered as absolutely demonstrated, I entertain the 
opinion that this fungus is the cause of the disease. 

I have never discovered this fungus growing anywhere except 
on the surface of aquatic animals, and I have not been able to 
find a single fiber of It floating In the water, even after filtering 
large quantities for that purpose. 

I do not discover any evidence that the prevalence of this tun- 
guB among the fish In Hemlock Lake at this time is due to any 
variation in the quality of the water. Furthermore, as this fun¬ 
goid ptaut Is an aquatic parasite —infecting only such animals as 
have the external surface constantly bathed In water,It could not, 
even If its spores were Introduced Into the human system, find a 
congenial lodging place. 

The air-bladders of all fish dying of this disease are found to 
be distended to the utmost, consequently their bodies float on the 
surface of the water and are soon stranded on the shore, whence 
they are Immediately removed by the employes of your board. I 
do not apprehend any disturbance of the public health from this 
cause. Yours respectfully,

We are not prepared to accept the conclusion of the Democrat 
and Chronicle that the question is settled, tor with all respect to 
Professor Lattlinore his discoveries contalu not a single new thing. 
He found fungus on the dead fish and concludes that it Is the 
cause of the disease; we are inclined to consider it the result of 
It. He Is correct In naming the fungus, aud Its spores are prob¬ 
ably so fine as to escape detection In the water, still they must 
be there. Some farmers believe that lice are the cause of an 
animal’s sickness, whereas they only thrive on the sick ones 
who cannot rid themselves of them until they are so numerous 
as hi really affect the animal’s health. 

No plunt, fungoid or other, will grow without cougenlal soil, 
and a sick or iujurcd fish affords such soil for the eaprotegnia. In 
a tank full of healthy Deb It will appear on one If bruised, or If 
the slime be rubbed off, in just the size and shape of the injury, 
and the fish usually dies from it, but It would not be fair to charge 
the fungus with being the original cause. Our personal experi¬ 
ence In tills matter has been considerable, and while we do not 
like to be positive, will say that we think that If a fish Is out of 
condition, poor in flesh or deficient In circulation, and does not 
secrete mucus enough to lubricate Its body sufficiently to repel 
the fungus spores, It soon falls a prey to this fungus. The fact 
that fish so aflltcted have dry, rough scales with no mucus coating 
seems to support our view. 

We think the cause must be found below the fungus, and In¬ 
vite opinion on this subject 


The Menhaden Question. 


Gloucester, Mass. 

Editor Chicago Field: — I had hardly written my letter on 
“Menhaden vs. Blueflsh,’’ when I came across the following In 
Chamber's Journal, which supports my view that, of all the ene¬ 
mies of the wahderlng ocean fishes, man Is the least.

THE BALANCE OP NATURE, KISH. 

It is difficult to convey an adequate Idea of the number of Indi¬ 
vidual fish which may compose a aboil of herrings, and it has 
been averred that they would speedily Impede navigation were it 
not for the vast number of agencies that are at work to prevent 
an undue Increase of their number. ’ As the result of recent In¬ 
quiry,we have been Informed that the quantities which man takes 
from the water for food uses do not represent a tenth of what are 
captured by the sea-birds, or devoured by marine euemles. As 
the herring lathe only fish of which statistics of the capture are 
collected and tabulated, we are in possession of figures which 
afford us a rough idea of the numbers annually withdrawn from 
the sea for food purposes. In a recent year, sufficient herrings* 
were taken to fills million barrels; and as each barrel contains 
on an average 700 fish, we have thus a number equal to 700,000,- 
000. This quantity, it must be observed, represents cured fish 
only, and only those which are caught In Scotland under the 
superintendence of the Fishery Board. It Is pretty certain that 
as many herrings are captured and offered far sale as fresh fish 
and “ reds," as arectlred for the markets to Scotland and offered 
for sale as salt herrings; which gives us the prodigious total of 
1,400,000,000 withdrawn annually from the sea; and even this 
number, vast as it Is, does not Include what are used In the form 
of whitebait, or those which are sold as sprats. After draining 
the sea to such an eitent It might almost be supposed that there 
would be scarcely so many herrings left as would suffice for a breed¬ 
ing stock; but the demands of man are a mere fraction of what 
are taken out of the shoals. All that are captured, as well as all 
that are wasted during the capture, and destroyed In the process 
of curing, sink Into Insignificance when compared with the vast- 
nees of the quantities which are devoured by other enemies of 
the fish. Cod and ling are known to prey extensively on the her¬ 
ring; and a calculation bsseff on the number of cod and ling 
annually caught under the auspices of the Scottish Board of 
Fisheries, (8.1100,000 were taken In 1870) assumes that there is a 
capital stock of these fish In the Scottish firths and seas of 70,000,- 
000, Individuals; and that each Individual consumes 430 herrings 
per annum,whlcli, at the rate of two herrings every day for seven 
months In the year, shows a consumption of 90,400,000,000 Indi¬ 
vidual herrings. Nor does the account stop at this point. The 
commissioners who recently collected Information on Scottish 
herring fisheries assume that In Scotland alone the gannet (a sea¬ 
bird) will annually draw on the shoals to the extent of 1,110,000,- 
000 herrings I In addition to dog-fish, cod, ganneta and 
other sea-birds, the herring has many other' enemies; por¬ 
poises, seals, coal-fish, sod other predaceous fishes are con¬ 
stantly lying In wait to fall upon and devour them. A female 
herring, ws know, yields over 80,000 eggs; jmtat the shoallng- 
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time myriads of those eggs are devoured by a variety of enemies, 
besides which, hundreds of thousands 6f the eggs are never 
touched by the fructifying milt of the male fish, and so perish In 
the waters. _ A. R. P. 

The Menhaden. —In his paper read before the Association for 
the Advancement of Science, at Saratoga, Prof. Goode said of 
this fish: “They swim In enormous schools, their heads close to 
the surface, packed side by side, and orten tier above tier, almost 
as closely as sardines In a box. At the slightest alarm the school 
sinks toward the bottom, after escaping Its pursuers. Their 
motions are capricious; at times they swliu around and around 
in circles. At other times they sink and rise. On warm, still, 
sunny days they may always be seen at the surface, but cold or 
rainy weather and prevailing north or east winds quickly cause 
them to disappear.” And further, that: “ The menhaden’s place 
in nature Is evidently to be eaten. Man takes from the water 
every year eight or nine hundred millions of these fish, weighing 
from 300,000 to 300,000 tons, and when he brings upon his table 
blueflsh, bool toes, weakflah, swordfish or bass, he has before him 
usually menhaden flesh In another form, The commercial Im¬ 
portance of menhaden was then dwelt upon, and the many uses 
to which it is now applied were mentioned. As a source of oil 
the menhaden la more important than any other marine animal. 
Its annual yield usually exceeds that of the whale (from the 
American fisheries) by about 200,000 gallons. In tbe value of 
all tbe products, the menhaden fishery Is surpsssed by three only 
—the cod fishery, estimated in 1876 at $4,826,000; the 
whale fishery, $2,850,000; the mackerel, $2,275,000; the value of 
the menhaden fishery this year being $1,658,000.” 

What be was Fishing for. —The other day the harbor mas- 
ster came across a stranger on the wharf, at the foot of Randolph 
street, fishing with a cotton string, to which was attached a book 
made of stovepipe wire and baited with an apple core. 

“ Do you expect to catch any fish with such a tackle as that!”

“ Are you fishing for bites 1" 

“No sir." 

“ Fishing for fun!” 

"No sir." 

The nettled harbor master was about to tell the calm-minded 
stranger to fish away and be hanged to him, when be carefully 
lifted his hook out of tbe water, spit on tbe apple core and 
said: 

“ I’ve been In this city two days and over , sleeping In boxes 
and living on air, and I was ju6t experimenting to see if there 
was a durned reptile In this neighborhood as hungry as I am!” 

The officer lent him a chew of tobacco and permitted him to 
continue his experiment In peace.— Free Press. 

The Caplin. —Just at this season we are more favored with 
the visits of another fish more important to us by far than the 
salmon, as It forms the chief bait In carrying on our great cod 
fishery, on which so many thousands here arc dependent. The cap¬ 
lin are now around our coasts and in our bays and bavbors in 
countless myriads. True to the day almost, shoals of these beau¬ 
tiful little fish, about seven or eight Inches in leugth, appear each 
season In number beyond all calculation. Every bay, harbor aud 
creek around a coast not less than two thousand miles In extent 
literally swarms with them. They come In close on the shores 
In many places where there Is a sandy or shingly beach, and a 
fisherman stands on the beach with a casting net In his hand, and 
In a short time a glittering pile of these- little silvery fish Is 
landed, enough lo fill a half a dozen barrels. They form the 
finest bait for the capture of cod, and they are used in enormous 
quantities for manure by the farmers, who come for them with 
carts to the beach, and mix them with bog and earth. After 
standing for a year this becomes a rich fertilizing compost, very 
stimulating to crops, but leaving little substance In the soil be¬ 
yond tbe materials with which the caplin were mixed.— St. 
John's (U. F.) Cor. Montreal Gazette. 

Barnegat Notes.— Editor Chicago Field ;— Our Barnegat cor¬ 
respondent writes at Kinsey’s Ashley House: Fish of all kinds, ex¬ 
cept sbeepshead, commenced biting again on Monday, the two 
storms previous to that playing hob with our fishing. Yesterday 
two gentleman from Philadelphia scored 180 blue-fish, running 
from four to eight pounds. Sea bass—we are taking from twenty- 
five to forty per slack water (each boat). Striped bass are very 
plenty. Your correspondent. In company with Mr. Russle Headly, 
of Newburgh, N. Y., caught seven last evening, when our bait giv¬ 
ing out we hud to leave them In the midst of the sport. Our 
score would have been triple the above amount had It not been 
for the eels and crabs, the former occupying most of our time 
In disengaging them from our books, while the latter stole our 
bait. Mr. Headly has been moderately successful with bay birds 
and fish, scoring (with bis friend, Mr. C. L. Waring) over one 
hundred birds and a like amount of fish. Boz. 


The Pacific Salmon Fisheries.—As an Indication of the ex- 
teut of salmon fishing business on the Pacific coast, tbe Van¬ 
couver Independent notes the fact that, during the catching 
season, twenty thousand dollars per day are paid out to those 
employed in the various departments of the work. At a fair 
price, the aggregate sum brought by this season's catch, when 
sold, will be upwards of two millions of dollars. 

Small Fry. 

—Concerning the salt-water gar, Delons Longirmtri*,\tiie New 
York Times says: " Occasionally a gar, with his long, silver- 
sided body and sharp, btrd-llke bill, comes Into market, and Is re¬ 
garded rather as a curiosity than an edible fish. If you ask why 
this Osb is not eaten, the reply Invariably will be, ' Because when 
you cook a gar, the bones are green.’ Now, the Jews, who are the 
best cooks and the greatest gourmands In the world, Invariably 
buy tbe gar, and eat It, notwithstanding Its green bones, declar¬ 
ing that it Is tbe most delicate of all fish-food. This fish has 
somewhat tbe taste of eel, only the meat is not quite so rich In 
fat. If only prejudice could be removed, gar would be worth 25 
cents a pound.” 

—Dean Stanley was not equal to his opportunities when he 
performed the marriage ceremony for Professor Tyndall. The 
Dean should have asked the groom—“ Do you take this anthro¬ 
poid to be your co-ordinate, to love with your nerve centres, to 
cherish with your whole cellular tissue, until a final molecular 
disturbance shall resolve Its organism Into its primitive atoms!” 
That the very reverend gentleman did not avail blmaelf of so 
rare an opportunity Is only one among failures of mankind to 
turn to advantage some genial mood of destiny aod launch the 
boat when the tide is In.— Cincinnati Commercial. 

—Bony-flahers (menhaden fishers) at New London, Conn., re¬ 
cently got around a good catch when tbe sharks attacked them 
from the outside, and one of them, a gray shark eight feet long, 
after biting through tbe seine was caught with the bon lee, and a 
large piece of the seine and some thirty-five fish were found In 
hlsgul let, apparently the result of one bite. Captain Ellas Wil¬ 
cox also surrounded a school of 100,000 fish, when the sharks 
attacked them and bit fifteen holes through the seine. They 


took one of the sharks, a “swingle-tall,” which measures some 
fifteen feet In length. 

Says the 8tockton (Cal.) Indepmdent: “About a year ago some 
2,000 catfish were distributed lo the sloughs along the 8an Joa¬ 
quin river, between this city and Grayson. The other day a lad 
caught one In McCloud's Lake, In this city. From this It would 
appear that tbe fish distributed last year are already multiplying. 
Mr. Chas. McMurtry also caught a number of these fish near An¬ 
tioch, some of them measuring ten Inches in length. 

—Last week Mr. Blackford had the largest pompano on record, 
weight twenty-three pounds. It was not the common species, 
Trachynotus carolinus, but tbe African species, T. goreensis , of 
which several specimens have been taken on our coast within 
tbe past year, aud have found their way to Mr. Blackford’s slabs 
In Fulton market. A few feet of a large sword-fish was selling 
at ten cents per pound in the market. 

—Saturday, May 81st, nine men met on the Hooker prairie, 
near Savannah, Ga., for the purpose of killing alligators with 
gigs, gun, an axe, one grub-boe and one hook. The party killed 
224, 220 of which were from three to 12 feet In length, the 
average length being seven feet. AH were killed within a space 
of half a mile. At least a Savannah paper tells us this. 

—A party of Baptist clergymen were blue-fishing off Martha’s 
Vineyard the other day. A question arose as to whether a cer 
tain specimen was really a blue-fish. "We call ’em Baptists,” 
said a native fisherman. The Baptist clergymen rather eagerly 
asked why. “’Case they spile so soon arter they’re taken out o’ 
the water." 

—This Is really the best month In the year to spend at the sea¬ 
shore, and those who can have a few days or a week at 
Barnegat among the blueflsh arc to be envied. Kinsey’s, at the 
Inlet, presents tbe best advantages In Its nearness to the feeding 
grounds of the blueflsh, weakfish, sbeepshead and sea bass. 

—The baby sea-lion, whose birth on the railroad between 
8an Francisco aud New York we recorded a few months ago, Is 
doing finely In the Central Park collection. It Is about sixteen 
Inches in length now and would probably weigh twenty pounds, 
but has not been weaned. 

—Mr. W. A. Conklin, Director of the Central Park Menagerie 
and member of the American Flsbcnltural Association, has been 
elected a corresponding member of the London Zoological So¬ 
ciety, an honor to which only two hundred persons are ad¬ 
mitted. 

—North Carolina Is building a new hatchfne house at Mor¬ 
gantown, Burke county. It is In charge of the Supt. of Fish¬ 
eries, Mr. 8. G. Worth. Hon. L. L. Polk\ Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture, is acting as Commissioner on Fisheries. His address Is 
Raleigh.

Dog Training—(Continued). 

BT ONEIDA. 

Having now, by the means of the cord and collar trained your 
pupil so that he will always come promptly to the whistle and 
the word, the next step will be to teach him to stop or stand 
when ordered. The object of this Is two-fold; first, that he may 
—when brought first on game—be taught the object and true 
meaning of pointing his game, instead of rushing In and flushing 
it; and secondly, that he may sooner be taught to back the point 
of another dog. There Is no betlei or more expeditions way of 
doing thla than the one recommended by Col. Hutchlneori, and 
which I give from memory; "Attach tbe cord to the dog’s col¬ 
lar, call him to you, and then toss n cracker, small piece of meat, 
or other eatahle, a few feet away, letting the pup go after It 
has fallen, and get it. After doing this a few times, try It again, 
and Just before he reaches ll stop him with tbe cord, and at the 
same time give the onler, ’To-ho!’ He may try to reach out 
for the meat with his paw and wriggle about. Pay no attention 
to this, bat keep repeating the order, 'To-ho.' After a time be 
will stand still, and when he has done so for a moment, release 
the cord; give the order, ‘Go on,’ aud let him get the meat. 
You arc now to continue this lesson, making him stand a longer 
time as be grows more proficient. After a time he will know that 
the order ' To-ho' means that he la to stop Instantly, no matter 
how tempting a morsel may be before him; and that under no 
clrrumstmnces Is he to move on toward It until you order him." 

The time elapsing before yon can dispense with tbe aid of the 
cord will be longer nr shorter according to the amount of practice 
yon give him, and the extent of his Intellectual powers. I am 
aware that there are some who will auille at the Idea of my as¬ 
cribing Intellectual powers to any animate being bnt man.

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WINNECONNE. 

Situated one hundred end eighty-eight mllee from Chlcrngo, 
he terminus {of a branch of the Chicago, Milwaukee A St, 
Paul railroad is Winneconne, Wls., once a nourishing business 
place, where the busy bum of the numerous saw mills on the 
banks of the lake afforded employment to a large number of 
operators, from whom numerous other Industries drew a large 
revenue. But hard times and a vigorous competition for the 
trade done there, threw a damperjon business, which gave an 
Incentive to incendiaries to lire the mills and other buildings and 
reap the large Insurance on them. 

A resort to such dishonest practices naturally produced a de¬ 
moralizing effect, and rapid was the decay of business and the 
shrinkage In the value of property. The example set, found 
numerous followers, and as each one who was bnrned out re¬ 
moved to Minnesota, it got to be a cant phrase when a lire broke 
out, “There Is another fellow for Minnesota.” The Insurance 
companies, however, soon put a stop to it by refusing Insurances 
en property. 

The downward tendency all business had taken increased, 
until there were many Instances of property being fearfully sac¬ 
rificed by Its owners In their anxiety to get awi-v from a place 
which had so suddenly fallen from the height of prosperity seem¬ 
ingly to the verge of ruin, without the possibility of recovery. 
Excellent houses and lots were sold for less than the land origi¬ 
nally cost. One with the lot, originally worth two thousand dol¬ 
lars, was traded tor an unsound horse and buggy much the worse 
for wear, both worth not over one hundred and twenty-five dol¬ 
lars, and aeventy-flve dollars In cash; and he was another fellow 
for Minnesota. 

The old town has never recovered the paralysing effect of the 
course pursued by a large portion of Us inhnbiUnts, and to-day 
its burned mills at the edge of the lake, and numerous tenantless 
houses, many of which are tor sale for the taxes, are a monument 
of Its departed Industrial greatness. 

To the business man, therefore, Winneconne possesses no at¬ 
tractions, but to the sportsman It does. Its water territory Is 
great, and Its numerous bays are skirted by marshes with the 
most luxuriant growth of wild rlee. In the Fall and Spring the 
ducks congregate (here In Immense numbers, and large are the 
bags made—many of them over a hundred a day. 

It Is strange that a place so near Chicago, possessing facilities for 
duck shooting second to none that we know of, should be eo little 
known, but such la the case, and with the exception of a very 
few, the resident duck shooters have It all to themselves. The 
reason might be found, perhaps, In the remark of a duck shooter 
that they “ are not very anxious to advertise It.” 

There are, besides the vast acres of wild rice,many large celery 
beds which attract the canvas backs Fall and Spring in immense 
numbers, and there Is little doubt that at such times some 
of the finest canvas back shooting in the West Is to be had. 
We have It from reliable authority that from sixty to one hun¬ 
dred and thirty are the bags of a day. 

Snipe shooting Is very fine, and while there we found no diffi¬ 
culty In bagging over twenty In two hours. Had we been bent 
on slaughter, we could have easily made a bag of a hundred, but, 
as Is our custom, when we have killed enough to have good 
sport, we stopped, especially with the weather hot and no possi¬ 
bility of their keeping long enough to reach friends to whom we 
would have shipped them. 

And though last, not least, some of the finest woodcock 
ground Is to be found there. At this time the birds, as Is well 
known, are not to be found In their usnal haunts, as they are 
moulting, bat later In the month and In October very large bags 
are to be made, as also In July and the first few days of August. 

Good teams and boats with pushers are to be had at moder¬ 
ate prices; and at the Lake View House, kept by H. L. 8t. Clair, 
five minutes walk from the lake, excellent beds and good board 
can be had at reasonable charges. 

To any one going there we can recommend Byron Leamon 
for dock shooting. He Is a capital paddler and pusher, and one 
of the most untiring and energetic workers we have ever met— 
always In good humor, never tired, and aa anxious as the shooter 
that he should have good sport. He his a thorough knowledge 
of the haunts of the ducks. Frank Stowe, the livery stable pro¬ 
prietor, rattles yon over the ground at a spanking gait, and knows 
all the woodcock grounds. 

8ltnated on some of the highest ground In the state the at¬ 
mosphere Is exbtlerating and bracing, and cnllls and fever are 
unknown. 

In season, the fishing for black and white bass, muskalonge, 
perch and pickerel Is very fine. 

The Klnnlklnnlck Club, of Milwaukee, are having a large yacht 
built, which they Intend to nse for dock shooting. They will 
live on It and sail from point to point, using small boats for 
reaching the marshes. 

Leaving by the 10:10 a. tn. express train, on the Chicago, 
Milwaukee * St. Paul Railroad, although a delay of nearly three 
hours Is necessitated at Milwaukee, Winneconne Is reached at 
8 o’clock that nlgbt- 

At present the duck shooting there, ss elsewhere, owing to 
the very mild weather, Is but ordinary. With a change In the 
weather good sport can be expected, and when the dneks are 
there we will let our readers know.

the paper May 17th we removed It from the editorial page and 
placed It where the argus eyes of our cotemporary discovered It 
only August 17 when we changed the letter of our first page to 
conform to that In the heading on the cover. The ForetU and 
Stream entered Its claim with the Librarian of Congress too late. 
We have been notified to haul down “ The American Sportsman’s 
Journal,” and we have declined. Were we to submit the ques¬ 
tion to a Jury of the sportsmen of America, there Is but little 
doubt of their decision In our favor. Our cotemporary Is the one 
to haul down the title, for In no way Is It “The American Sporte- 
man’s Journal,” and Is sailing under false colors. We have, 
however, no time to waste ammunition on a dead duck like our 
cotemporary, but leave It to resort to such measures as tt may 
see fit. 


The Reverse.— The accepted theory Is large charges of pow¬ 
der and small charges of shot. Mr. J. K. Mlllner, the well known 
rifle shot, and a capital field shot, thinks the reverse. In a re¬ 
cent letter he writes us: “Did you ever shoot with large charges 
of shot and small charges of powder! I have been using them, 
and I believe I get more killing power. Thus, if yon take one 
ounce of shot containing three hundred pellets, It will require 
much more powder than one and a quarter ounces containing 
the same number of pellets. In the latter charge the pellets are 
one quarter larger, and not only have a longer range but more 
killing power.”

Chicago was longing to get even. Sharp practices of out¬ 
siders had skinned the knowing ones; they had been beaten at 
their own game; “ringers ” were played out; purees needed re¬ 
plenishing; something must be done to repair the dilapidated 
fortunes of tbe old sports, or their scepters would be broken snd 
glory depart forever. 

Trne, there were good horses iq the stables, honest, reliable 
goers that could show “forty" every time; but that was of little ac¬ 
count. More foot and bottom were required; a dead sure thing was

nations that more than one class could form, and it required 
sharp geniuses to square (or get square) with them. 

Thus affairs stood just prior to tbe races of 18—. The purses 
were liberal; horses were present from various localities; their 
owners and jockeys jubilant. Chicago was in a fair way of being 
eucbered on what had always been considered a lone band; her 
sports appeared non-plussed, hung their heads sullenly, growled 
unceasingly, were not mealy-mouthed In expression of opiuion, 
and cursed tfie luck that was to rob them of fame and shekels 
upon tbelr own particular stamping ground.

The Painful Adventure of Rev. Mr. Hopper at Wassi- 
choqnebunk. 

There can be no question that appearances were terribly against 
tbe Rev. Mr. Hopper, and that the public was justlfled In believ¬ 
ing for a time he was guilty. Now that the truth of the matter 
has come to light. It Is seen that Mr. Hopper has been a most un- 
fortunste, but entirely Innocent msn. His case la probably with¬ 
out a parallel, and he deserves tbe warmest sympathy, Wince he 
has clearly been the victim of a curious and painful accident. 

The co-flehing of the sexes has all tbe objectionable features 
and none of the advantages of tbe co-education of the sexes. A 
young man and young woman can derive neither pleasure nor 
profit from fishing together, provided they really fish. Of coarse, 
many who have gone forth to a secluded stream, ostensibly to 
flab, have remained to flirt; but In such cases fishing was made 
a dishonest and Indefensible pretext for flirting. To seriously 
fish Involves tbe use of bait, and bait cannot be combined with 
sentiment. A young man may stt on the bank of a stream In 
company with tbe object of his affections, hut If either or both 
are Intent upon fishing, he feels that, to use the language of ro¬ 
mance and sentiment at a time, when he Is constantly liable to be 
Interrupted with the request, “ O do please put another worm on 
my hook,” la Impossible. There was once an affectionate pair 
who had fished for three consecutive hours In tbe waters of tbe 
Hudson, near West Point, and neither made the slightest allusion 
to bait; but they afterward confessed—one to the other—that 
their fishing-tackle waa so disposed that, while the lines were In 
the water, tbe hooks were cunningly made to rest, on dry land. 
Of course, this waa not genuine fishing, and It Involved a deplor¬ 
able amount of calculated deceit. 

When the Rev. Mr. Hopper waa compelled almost by force to 
join a bl-sexal fishing party made up of the boarders at tbe 
8quonplgyank bouse. In tbe charming Long Island village boast¬ 
ing the musical Indian name of Wasalchoguebunk, he knew per¬ 
fectly well that he should not derive the slightest pleasure from 
the affair. He did not however, foresee that be would be assign¬ 
ed as Instructor In fishing and inspector of hooks to a widow lady 
whom he regarded with much dislike on account of her giddy 
ways and her Inordinate tendency to gush. Could be have for- 
seen this be would have refused to go Ashing no matter how per¬ 
sistently the demand might have been made upon him. It waa 
not until the party reached the fishing ground—or rather water— 
that he discovered that his partner was to be the gushing widow, 
and that be was doomed to spend the next two hours with her 
alone. 

Mr Hopper always accepted what was Inevitable with a good 
degree of composure, and accordingly he baited tbe widow's 
hooks—for two hooks were attached to her line—and nerved him¬ 
self to endure her conversation. Tbe rest of the party had wan¬ 
dered up and down the river, and the wagon which had brought 
them had been sent back, with Instructions to return at a fixed 
hour There was every reason do suppose that Mr. Hopper 
would have to endure the pains of fishing from two o'clock until 
five o’clock, and, dismal as the prospect seemed to blm, he now 
knows that It would have been far better bad tbe fishing lasted 
till dark, tnatead of coming, as It did, to an abrupt end.

In fact, he has taken a solemn vow of total abstinence from fish¬ 
ing tackle widows and villages with Indian names, which every 
one who knows his character Is certain he will keep.—New York 
Timet. 


Ideait of Sport. 

Writers upon various branches of sport have frequently found 
themselves In a difficulty when, in their prefaces or digressions, 
they have been brought face to face with the simple question, 
“What la the meaning of ‘sport!’” If the answer were lobe 
sought In the opinions of large classes of men, ss shown In prac¬ 
tical ways by their habits and amusements, we should be still 
more perplexed than by adopting the views of the first enthusias¬ 
tic sportsman we come across. There can be little doubt that, 
during the three or foor hundred years when Rome was mlstrers 
of the world, a greater number of people were amused by the so- 
called sports of the amphitheatre than have ever In any other simi¬ 
lar period been amused by anything else Eights between one wild 
beast and another, between wild beasts and men,and amongst hu¬ 
man combatants, wholn character were sometimes notfarremoved 
from the brutes,bad an attraction for tbe populace of Rome which 
could be exercised by no milder or more buinane display. A foot¬ 
race or a horse-race would have been a very fist affair If com¬ 
pared with tbe scenes of tbe amphitheatre, nor would anything 
which there was not the risk at least of bloodshed and death have 
filled the benches with eager spectators. Altogether different 
was tbe Idea of the Greek people, which found Its istlonal and 
comparatively harmless amusement In “ games,” or trials of 
strength and skill. The Isthmian and Olympian games were not 
essentially different from our “ athletic sports” meetings, com¬ 
bined with a large admixture of horse-racing. They were a hun¬ 
dred times better attended, and a thousand times more highly 
held in honor. But they did not, It Is true, avail to save the 
Grecian character from tbe worst and meanest faults. The near¬ 
est approach to tbe sports of the amphitheatre which have been 
seen In tbe modern world are tbe bull-fights at Madrid. That 
feeling which thirsts for the blood of the animal Is the same 
which once, on tbe banks of the Tiber, led to the bending down 
of thumbs and tbe murder of vanquished gladiators. The mod¬ 
ern audience has at least tbls merit over the ancient, that It la 
keen only after tbe death of the bull, and mourns over the men 
and horses who fall victims. Tbe English people, moderate In 
their Ideas of sport as of most other things, never got so far 
even as this. A further resemblance to Imperial shows may be 
traced In the pastime of bull-baiting, common at one time on 
the village greens of England; but cock-fighting Is s diversion 
of a different origin and kind, and supposing It not to be a borne 
Invention, looks rather like an Importation from tbe East. Both 
of these delectations gave way, not a great while ago, before tbe 
ascending charms of the turf and the prize-ring. The latter was, 
perhaps, a revival—but In a much more manly and healthy form 
—of tbe boxing contests of tbe Greeks, without that sanguinary 
and short-sighted plan, which the Romans carried to excess, of 
arming the gloves with metal. We have arrived now at an age 
of extreme humanity, In which not only sword and spear con¬ 
tests, and the encounters which end In death, are frowned upon, 
but even the much more tame spectacle of a fight between two 
trained men Is voted barbarous. Itta not on that account, how¬ 
ever, permissible, when Inquiring into tbe meaning of “ sport,” 
to ignore the very different theories advanced In other times. 

An examination Into tbe guiding principle which underlies all 
these Ideas of sport makes It easy to perceive what was Its essen¬ 
tial nature. The determining by a hand-to-hand struggle which 
Is the “ best man” of the combatants Is the one leading point at 
Issue. It may be mixed up with other Issues, and degraded by 
a ferocity or morbid passion for wbat Is tragic. But throughout 
tbe whole list tbe one thing to be settled by tbe encounter Is tbe 
merit of him who conquers. Tbe matador who kills a bull which 
has first slain several of his comrades,Is naturally a more popular 
victor than the man who outstrips his rivals by fieetness of foot. 
But the truest guide and test Is not so much that of danger and 
risk to life and limb as tbe equality of tbe contest. In propor¬ 
tion as tbe skill and strength of tbe antagonist is greater, so Is 
the merit, of tbe conquerer more certain. Enlarge the field of 
competition, and as a general rule the victory Is made mote honora¬ 
ble. How Is It, therefore—to take an example from very modern 
times—that tbe Eton and Harrow match Is more popular than the 
Gentlemen and Players'; and I he Oxford and Cambridge Boat 
Race than any “International regatta”! Simply because here 
we have a different element brought lo—the doctrine of fair play. 
We are pretty sure that schoolboys and under-graduates have all 
about an equal chance with one another; whereas the cricketers 
and oarsmen who enter at all-comers' regattas may, for all we 
know, be aeml-profeealouala, In the sense of having spent years of 
practice, morning, noon, and night, lo perfecting themselves In 
tbelr several aria. 

Let us apply the principle to that moet ancient and most obvi¬ 
ous of contests—the class which we call field sports. We can 
only faintly Imagine wbat was meant by a “ mighty hunter ” In 
tbe days of Nimrod, when the wastes and foresU were full of all 
sorts of big game, and tbe arms and appliances of men were few 
and rude. To hunt In those days was something like a sport, and 
ss different from the pursuit of the fox which nowadays passes 
muster for “ hunting ” as a ride to Khiva Is from a canter, down 
Rotten-row. In the present condition of wbat Is called tbe chase 
all notion of danger and trouble in securing tbe quarry Is lost In 
the mere rivalry of one rider to keep up with another. Something 
of the same sort may be said of some kinds of shooting, and of 
fishing In certain localities. But, as a general rule, these two 
latter retain what was once tbe chief element of sport—tbe desire 
to kill or capture as many head of game as possible under con¬ 
ditions which are deemed ” fair.” It may be true enough that 
these conditions tend continually to become more advene to the 
victims and more favorable to mankind. An old falconer, accus¬ 
tomed to bring down the partridges and wild fowl for hie table 


only by the help of birds most skillfully trained—hawks which 
were required to be In tbe most perfect health and plumage, and 
even then had tbe hardest possible struggle to overtake their 
quarry—falconers, we admit, might look with very disdainful 
eye upon the game-bag now brought home with the aid of cen¬ 
tral-fire and choke-bore. But If we do not aspire to sport In the 
ancient and true sense of tbe word, we yet preserve something 
of tbe taste for It on a lower scale. In spite of all our battues,and 
drives, and turning down of band-reared pheasants. There Is 
still the good old rivalry—so graphically sketched by Isaac Wal¬ 
ton—between the huntsman, the wild fowler, and tbe angler; 
and no one of them will give way one Jot as to the comparative 
merits of his particular pursblL An Impartial judge who has 
found out In philosophic style the true Idea of sport will have no 
difficulty in applying the proper test, and awarding tbe palm to 
that one which presents to tbe sportsman tbe greatest difficulties, 
and thus requires the moet patience, skill, and courage.— Globe.

The Bear Hunt. 

The bear hunt of the 8lerra Valley Shooting Club, which we 
mentioned a few Issues since,takes place on Monday next tbe 15th 
Inst., In tbe vicinity of Webber Lake. Hunters from all parts of 
Nevada and California will participate In the bunt and the gath¬ 
ering therefore will be very large. The Virginia City Chron¬ 
icle says: “A circular Issued by the Club Informs us that bears 
are very numerous In that section tbls year; and furthermore, 
that deer, quails and grouse are abundant. Not far from the lake 
Is the home of “ Old Brin,” the largest grizzly bear In America 
and “ weighing about 3,000 pounds.” Who weighed him last, 
however, Is not stated. He was caught by Grizzly Oave at his 
ranch on the Henness Pass road in 1854, but tore the trap to 
pieces and made his escape. In case the bear Is captured the 
Club proposes having a grand b’arbecue, and if be Isn't caught, 
they will use some less eminent member of the bear family. The 
week’s sport will end with glass-ball shooting and a dance at 
8ler»avtlle. 

There will no doubt be a grand gathering of shooting men 
from all parts of this state, as well as from California, to partici¬ 
pate In this hunt, which promises to be one of the most memor¬ 
able events of the kind recorded in Pacific coast history. If the 
hunters succeed In capturing “ Old Brin,” they will cover them¬ 
selves with glory For twenty years that bear has been tbe ter¬ 
ror of the mountains, but we have no authentic record of bis 
killing more than one man. That was fire or six years ago, 
almost within eight of tbe town of Slerraville. His victim was a 
I rapper, who bad set his traps In a ravine about six or eight 
miles from Slerraville, and who went out there one day to look 
at them. Tbe hunter did not return that day, and a party went 
in search of him. They found his lifeless and mangled body 
lying near his traps, and by the peculiar footprints In the snow 
they knew that his slayer was the big bear, called by many people 
1 Old Clubfoot,’’ and by others “Old Brin.” 

“Some dozen years ago, when tbe stages were running over the 
Henness Pass road, the big bear took up a position in the middle 
of the road one day. A six-horse stage, full of passengers, came 
rattling along, but stopped within a hundred yards of the awful 
brute, tbe horses requiring all the skill and strength of tbe driver 
to keep them from springing off the road. Squatted there on 
his haunches the bear watched them for several minutes as if un¬ 
decided what course to pursue. He finally decided to make way, 
and leisurely betook himself Into the woods, after which tbe 
stage resumed Its journey. 

“Old Brin ” has often been encountered by hunters, and it Is 
asserted that be is carrying several pounds of lead about with 
him. Hla haunts are well known, aud no difficulty is appre¬ 
hended In getting the hunters on his track. Precautions will be 
taken, also, to keep him off the hunters' track should be take a 
notion—as be generally does—lo do a little hunting on bis own 
account. Jim Orndorff Intends to take along a mountain how¬ 
itzer on a mule's back, and hopes to create a favorable Impres¬ 
sion If can get Old Brin In range. Jim says nothing but a can¬ 
non will kill that bear. 

Tbe Sierra Valley Club's circular announces that Dr. Webber, 
Grizzly Dave, Grizzly Smith, John King, Georgs Kingsley and 
Dr. J. C. Leonard have been appointed as the " Committee to find 
the Bear." It will be a consolation to the relatives of all who 
may join In the bunt to observe that ample medical attendance 
has been provided It Is to be regretted that a competent clergy¬ 
man was not added to the committee, so that all contingencies 
would be provided for. However, Grizzly Dave is said to be a 
tolerable good funeral orator, and the Club probably thought he 
would answer In case of necessity.” 

When tbe hunters shall have discovered his hiding place, a 
Foret! and Stream editorial will be read to the bear, for the pur¬ 
pose of producing the usual stupefying effect, after which It Is 
believed he will fall an easy prey. Should a contrary effect be 
produced, however, and the unfortunate brute be driven to frenzy 
by this Intolerable method of torture, a motion to adjourn will 
be In order, and every facility provided tor tbe “ Committee to 
Find the Bear,” to evade any attempt of the Bear to Find the 
Committee.

8bot —Tbls being the season when game killed by shootlng.and 
probably containing the pellets, Is eaten, It may be worth while to 
caution those who consume the flesh of hints with avidity that 
tbe proportion of Instances In which shut la fonnd Is probably 
small In comparison with tbe uumber of cases In which tbe pel¬ 
lets are unwittingly swallowed. It Is a matter of speculation 
bow much mischief a shot may do when passed Into tbe Intes¬ 
tines, but the fact that anomalous diseases have been set up hy 
tbe preeeoce of very small bodies which have become entangled 
In folds of the mucous membrane renders It desirable to put the 
public on tbelr guard. Occasionally the most disastrous results 
bate followed such small causes. We have In recollection the 
case of a physician who died, after prolonged and unexplained 
sufferings, from the Inpactlon of a very small nail which had 
foqnd Its way Into a pudding, and was Inadvertantly swallowed. 
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A llttlo care will avoid this contingency, bat, remembering that 
the bird bad been shot, some pains ought certainly to be taken to 
avoid swallowing the missile.— Lancti. 

Dobls Among the Reed Bind Sbootebs.— The reed bird 
gunners are having good sport below the city, and dally there are 
Impromptu duels. The way these occur are: A bird rises In 
front of a gunner and moves off In a straight line. The man who 
sighted the bird fires, and Immediately there Is a yell In the 
marsh ahead of btm, for be has shot something larger than a 
reedy. A day or so ago an affair of this kind took place, when 
the wounded man raised in bis boat and biased away at the fellow 
who shot him. v Then the one who hid been peppered first re¬ 
turned the fire, and this thing was kept up for some minutes, un¬ 
til both men were satisfied, and their clothing was full of holes. 
A Chester and Eddystone man, who were chasing a flock of reed 
birds from opposite sides of a fence, had a combat also. The 
Chester man fired first, and up went a yell of pain from the 
Eddystone gunner, who Immediately raised bis gun to empty the 
contents Into his Chester oppouent. Then the latter brought his 
piece to bear, and there was trouble In the air, but it was deemed 
wise not to go further. 8o far the gunners have stopped more 
shot In proportion to their site than the birds.— Philadelphia 
Record. _ _

Bt Burr. 

We were lying at anchor In a white sloop yacht, at Noman’s 
Land, opposite Gay Head. We had been sword-fishing all the 
day with Indifferent, luck. It was about elgMto’clock, and three 
old sea captains and two college youths were In the cock-pit, 
smoking and talking. All the captains bad been " whalers " In 
their day and could tell of many an exciting exploit—of the 
death of the great “leviathan of the deep.” One of them, after 
much urging, was Induced to'tell of a peculiar dream he had once 
experienced. (I would first say, however, he Is still In life— 
that his third mate has repeated the story to me and many wit¬ 
nesses of taking the whale are still In life.) “ I sailed in the 
whaling-ship—.from Stonlugtou In the year—,and had reached the 
cruising grounds. We sailed about, day after day, with no sight 
of a 1 fin.’ Affairs began to look bad for a successful voyage. 
A gloom seemed to come over the crew, and a general depres¬ 
sion settled about the ship prophetic of failure and disaster. 
Matters progressed thus for some weeks. t I had pondered over 
what should be done to brtng about some good luck. One morn¬ 
ing about daylight, I had a dream. It appeared I ordered the 
wheelsman to change the ship's course three points, stating the 
course by the compass, and that we had sailed about an hour, 
when the ‘lookout' cried Out ‘There she blows, a little off the lee 
bow.’ The snip was ‘kept off,' the boats lowered, aud after a 
great struggle a right whale was killed that yielded over one 
hundred barrels of oil. I awoke, surprised and wondering at 
snch a dream. I was too aroused to sleep again. 1 Wbat can 
such a dream purport!’ I said. Pondering over It I went on 
deck. Involuntarily, almost, I ordered the helmsman to change 
the ship's course to the dlrectRn I had dreamed.” Not, however, 
to repeat the Captain’s long story, suffice It to say, events occur¬ 
red Identically with the scenes portrayed In the dream. I said, 
“Captain, that Is indeed strange How do you account for It!” 
He replied, “You have been to college. I tell you the facta. You 
explain the matter to me. I know that I had the dream, and the 
crew know we killed the whale.” “It is easier,”1 replied,“to repeat 
a dream than to explain Its cause* or process. A book has been 
written describing a dream, and stating the dreamer's thoughts, 
h'ablts, doings and actions during a few preceding days. It ap¬ 
peared the most natural event that the dreamer should have such 
a dream; In fact, It seemed as If he must have had that very 
dream. The condition of mind, the intensity of thought, predis¬ 
poses to peculiar classes of dreams. The condition of the body 
has a like result. You know the flippantly assigned cause of a 
dream Is sometimes given, ‘ Why did you butter your water¬ 
melon before going to bed!'—of course Indicating an Indiscrim¬ 
inate diet before retiring to sleep. Fullness of the stomach Is 
undoubtedly ofteu the cause of dreams. It is apparent when we 
glance at tne process of digestion fur a moment. The food after 
being masticated, passes down the gullet or (esophagus, or food 
channel to the oval bag on the left side below the diaphragm. 
This bag Is called the stomach. Here the food, by the action of 
the gastric juice, Is changed Into one lump called chyme. The 
chyme passes from the stomach Into the beginning of the long 
Intestines, and at once Is mixed with the bile and pancreatic 
juices. The chyme Is moved along the Intestines by their suc¬ 
cessive contractions and becomes chyle. Plato says the Intes¬ 
tines are made so long that the food may not pass too quickly, 
and thus cause frequent feasting, but that man may have more 
time to devote to philosophy. Here along these Intestines many 
tubes or lacteal vessels take up the chyle desired, and carry It to 
the chyle receptacle. From this receptacle the thoracic duct car¬ 
ries the chyle up to the left subclavian vein, under the left collar 
bone and pours the chyle Into the general circulation. The chyle 
not taken up by the lacteal vessels, becomes rejseted matter to 
be thrown off from the bowels. A branch of the large body of 
sympathetic nerves (nerves that go to the heart, lunge and large 
vlBcera) goes directly from the brain to the stomach. If any 
pain arises there, the report Is at once sent to the brain and the 
citadel is aroused. Take the case, If undigested food, not yet 
chyme, undertakes to pass from the stomach to the first Intestines, 
It Is at once arrested. Here Is where pain often occurs. In sleep 
all parts of the body sink to rest, save those which are required 
to maintain vital existence. These perform their natural func¬ 
tions. If Interfered with jthey call for help from the brain by 
means of the messengers, the nerves. If, now, we admit that 
these nerve shocks are the cause of dreams we have not advanced 
to the solution of the question. These agencies are at work also 
In our waking hours Either, why do we not dream then, or why 
does not the mind work In the same manner In our sleep as when 
awake! Is the mind or soul asleep, and only merely body, or Is 
the mind or soul away In the spirit land, and recalled by the 
mysterious signal! In the one case Is the act of the awakening 
of the mind the dream or in the other case is it the return of the 
soul to its tenement house, the dream! An Episcopal clergy¬ 
man told me that a friend of his, a reliable man, related the fol¬ 
lowing dream to him: The man was about to start for New Or¬ 
leans. He dreamed while there he should go to a certain church, 
hear a sermon from a certain text, the choir should sing a certain 
hymn, a peculiarly sweet voice should cause him to look at the 
singer, and he behold a beautiful young lady, after the service 
as the lady passed out the door she sboul I fall dead. After this 
dream he went to New Orleans, he went to the church of his 
dream, the text, hymn, choir, voice and lidy were Identical with 
his dream. After the service the young lady was just at the 
door as he was passing out. Horrified, he was about to stop her, 
but while pressing through the crowd to catch her, she passed 
unharmed away. This was told to me as a truthful description 
of the facts related. I have no reasons to doubt the honesty of 
tho dreamer or relator, but as It la so near the marvelous I mere¬ 
ly repeat It, without vouching for the same. I have beard (as has 
every man) of similar mysteries. 1 remember* well a butler In a 
rich Southerner’s family who made excellent “Dover cake” as be 
called It. He would tell no one the recipe. A lady was very 
desirous to abtaln the recipe, but all eudeavors were vain. 
The following night, after eating some of this cake, she dreamed 
of a recipe and found the next day It was correct. The lady may 
have deceived herself In some way. I know she would no one 
else. What Is this strange state between consciousness and ob¬ 
livion I What are these strange phantasies, that 

"When monarch reason sleeps. 

These mimics wake.” 

Are they “ mimics,” and does no original thonght, sight, scene, 
or experience come to us In " dreams. ' Have we at some time 
experienced the same sensation pa appears In a subsequent 
dream. If yea, have we not before birth had a prior existence! 
It Is certain all have dreamed of events that have later In life oc¬ 
curred. Most every person has dreamed of localities and after¬ 
wards found them At the time of the dream, both event and 
scene seemed to !>e then Drat known. If all dreams are “mimics," 
then when did the knowledge, which was tire basis of the vision, 
come to the dreamer! He baa no recollection of such event or 
scene. Did the dreamer have an earlier Ufa, which le lost to hie 


earthly state, but which la known to this unexplained state, or la 
there a something In man which goes forth from the body and 
leaves It unconscious, and having finished Its wanderings, returns 
again to Its fleshly tenement! Shall we say this was the means 
by which man originally suspected he was endowed with a spirit 
he called “soul”! When the spirit again takes possession, does 
It bring back Its experiences, so that the dreamer actually thinks 
as he awakes, that he himself has been over mountain and sea, 
or In the chase, or through perils. Certain It Is, the experiences 
of dreams, during those dreams, are as actual as any experience 
of the waking hour. The sensations of heat, cold, hearing, fall¬ 
ing, joy, sorrow, are as Intense and keen as when the dreamer Is 
In full possession, as It Is termed, of his consciousness. As the 
dreamer In hts dream can overcome dangers, surmount obstacles, 
and o’erleap space, does he live a higher spirit-life, until by some 
Inexplicable power he Is remanded back to his dungeon of clay, 
shorn of bis powers. As reason at the awakening shows the 
dreaiq to have been an unreal vision, although as actual during 
Its existence as our everyday life, shall some higher power at 
death show us that this now apparently actual state Is but a 
<inamf Certainly, the same Injustice, Incongruity, doubt and 
error, are as apparent here as In dreams. Events happen so 
strangely that It Is a by word that life “ seems like a dream.” Is 
a dream the offspring of the spirit, or merely the result of a 
pain, transferred by a little nerve from the belly to the brain! 
Take the Indian, for Instance, If after a huge meal be sleeps and 
dreams of happy hunting grounds, where he slays game to his 
heart’s desire, Is It to be wondered at that he should construct 
bis religion therefrom, and deem he possessed a tout. Can we not 
see herein a reason for many of the religions of the world! How 
otherwise could be explain the strange, mysterious outgoing of 
himself from himself. His body, he could perceive, had not 
moved; Its Impress was on the grass; his comrades were around 
him; he, to them, had all the time been In that one spot. Yet to 
blinself, be knew he had been to a far-off country, where mighty 
chiefs were about him, strange lands abounding In game, and 
beautiful to look upon. As his delighted soul gazed upon the 
fair possessions, he called them the Happy Hunting Grounds, 
and this something within him he called the spirit, that returned 
to wbat he styled “ The Great 8plrtt”; or, as the Brahmin says: 
“ That Spirit from which all created beings proceed, In which 
having proceeded, they live, toward which they tend, and In 
which they are at last absorbed; that spirit study to know—It Is 
the Great One.” It Is the theory of the absorption of man In 
God or man's Identity with the godhead, or as the Christian 
says: “As Thou Father art In Me, and I In Thee, that they also 
may be one In us.” Who can say, with any more assurance than 
a (/Mess that the existence of a soul In you or I to-day, or its Im¬ 
mortality, rests upon a more enduring basis! Yet I have no 
doubt the stomach of the Indian gave rise to the dream. But 
why, do you ask, did It take that shape! I think because In 
waking hours the Indian’s mind dwelt on that theme of bunting. 
The Norseman’s dreams were of gods of battle and naval heroes, 
for such was his life, and therefore so was his religion. But why 
does the dream take such disjointed shapes, or combine 
tbe present and the past, the near and the far, In 
in one unconnected group! I can only say that it only proves 
the mind unconnected with the senses Is no criterion of truth. 
Not that I would say, when so connected It Is a true criterion. For 
all know the senses are deceptive. The eye beholds tbe shadow. 
It moves uot. The eye says It Is unchangeable. In one hour 
tbe shadow has become much longer or shorter. It did not do so 
at once, but gradually. That Is, Instead of being unchangeable, 
as the eye said, It Is constantly changing, as reason demonstrates. 
A ship far off at sea Is sailing upon Its masts—Its hull In the 
sky. Reason says the.truth is otherwise—that the spectral ap¬ 
pearance takes place from the power of refraction In the air, and 
calls the Illusion a mirage. A stick lighted at one end moved 
rapidly about makes a circle of fire, yet actually fire Is at only 
one point. Tbe eye can be no criterion. Not entirely strange Is 
the legend that tbe philosopher Democritus put out his eyes with 
a burning glass, that, no longer deceived by them, be might more 
tranquilly exercise bis reason The ear has no better claim, for 
It hears bells ringing that have no earthly existence. Tbe sense 
of feeling likewise falls All know the deception practiced by 
placing one shot or bullet In the palm of the left hand, and by 
placing tbe second finger of the right hand over the forefinger, 
and feeling the shot or bullet, the brain la told that two shot or 
bullets are In the left hand—two senses, feeling and sight, correct 
the error. But many tbe Illustrations that all the senses com¬ 
bined are often deceived. 

From false premises or Information the mind cannot come to 
correct results. Tbe soled of philosophers In Greece, known as 
Skeptics, carried their doubts so far, believing there could be no 
criterion of truth, and therefore nothing definitely could be known 
that could be stated as true, that therefore doubting everything 
said: “ We affirm nothing, not even that we affirm nothing." So 
the mind, as shown by dreams, of and by Itself, cannot be a 
criterion of truth, neither can It by tbe aid of the senses, for, as 
we have shown, the senses bear false reports. 

If there be organic mental disorder, yet although the senses 
may take correct Impressions of external objects, the perception 
by tbe mind will be false. 

The lunatic may see or feel correctly, but to his mind those 
objects are entirely different from their actual state. The lunatic 
may see a beggar and bow to him. and call him bis klug. Many 
the Instances of the lunatic confined In bis cell, and believing It 
to be a palace, welcoming his guest In royal state. The senses 
are right, the mental perception wrong. Take again the cases 
of religious fanatics, whose physical and mental powers have 
been weakened by maceration and laceration. All manner of vis¬ 
ions appear to them. St. Theresa, entranced for whole days, 
saw the Savlor^and the apostles, and was often addressed by God. 
St. Jerome would see beautiful angels and lascivious black devils, 
and fight agamst the latter. They were the embodiments of 
thoughts created by passion. Luther saw a devil before him and 
burled the Ink-stand at him. These people were not Imposters, 
but suffering In mind, mistook natural balluclatlone for the 
supernatural. Tbe impreseUme were right, hut tbe perception 
wrong. The poor victim of delirium tremene suffers a similar 
hallucination. His stomach refuses food, and the continued 
stimulants affect his nervous constitution All the senses be¬ 
come confused. The objects that terrify him are not created, 
but converted. Trees become men and rush by him or upon 
him, threatening him with death. Voices of friends are con¬ 
verted Into tbe yells of demons, about to drag him to the realms 
of the damned. These spectral figures are the creations, or rather 
transformations, of Me ons mind. TKe y Asm no actual existence. 
They are nothing apart from his own mind. The strange case of 
Nicolai, the Berlin bookseller, Is a remarkable Illustration pi this 
subject of Illusions. For two years be was subject to these vis¬ 
ions. He would see tbe air peopled with human helnga. Ha 
would converse with them. He would aak those about him to 
address them. Of course they were not apparent to hla attend 
ants. Nicolai was eottrely sane. He treated himself and be¬ 
came convinced these sights were Illusions. Before this two 
years he bad been accustomed to he bled. During this time he 
was treating his digestive organs alone He resumed tbs blood 
letting; gffcdnally the visions faded away. Tbe surcharged sti te 
of the t resell was tbe fundamental cause of the phantasma 


“The whole panorama was exhibited ou bis own retina, and tbe 
working brain behind was the manager and scene-shifter of tbe 
show." Many a superstition has the above cause for Its origin 
—as miracle, second-sight, witchcraft, etc. Dreams are Illusions 
arising from some organic derangement. In a certain house 
was a bust of Curran. A servant girl dreamed and Insisted 
Curran appeared to view dressed as a sailor. The master of the 
house had a yacht, and tbe sailors often came to the house. Tbe 
rl had blended the bust dally seen with her lover perchance, 
ad she seen a portrait of an ancestor of the family she would 
have Insisted the ancestor appeared, hence the room would have 
been haunted. Others sleeping there thinking of the report 
would likely have seen It repeated, and the rumor would have 
become gospel and the bouse deserted. To some this may not 
explain dreams. Let us look from another point. 

You can easily recall tbe argument of Socrates. He asks a boy 
to define a parallelogram. The youth Is naturally astounded at 
such a mighty word and modestly declines, pleading Ignorance. 
Socrates, to prove that tbe boy does know tbe definition, causes 
the boy, by means of skillful questions, to define a point, a line, 
an angle, a figure, and finally to define a parallelogram as a four 
sided figure, whose opposite sides are parallel and equal, and 
whose opposite angles are equal. If the argument is good 
that the mind knows all things, neediug only a master 
mind to lead the way, then It Is not so marvelous that 
at times It calls to cognition certain unthought-of things. The 
wonder Is the phenomena are not more frequent, for events and 
scenes and experiences might act In the same way as a master 
mind. The dreams of the whale, the singer and the recipe are 
explained. The knowledge was dormant In tbe soul; the neces¬ 
sities of the case called to mind the place of the whale; the In¬ 
terest of the Journey, likewise suggested the voice of the singer 
and tbe female persistency and determination, the Ingredients of 
tbe cake. Certain It Is that men of great reproductive powers, 
men of gentus, have been able able almost intuitively to grasp 
deep subjects and know them without study. So men of great 
power of attention or abstraction have been by their unaided 
powers able to grasp upon the Innermost parts of a subject. 
How far will not this theory go to account for the prophets! 
Still, to take another view suppose we base these dreams on the 
immortality of tbe soul. The Immortality of the soul at once 
demands from Its very terms a prenatal existence as well as a 
post mortem life. The mere span of bodily life is but a speck of 
its duration. As in the Hebrew language there Is no present 
tense, for there Is no present time, since wbat we Just called the 
present has become the past, so the soul could not have been 
born at any moment, but must have begun In the past. If It 
began in tbe past and Is eternal It must have begun, if a begin¬ 
ning can be predicated of eternity, at the earliest time. If the 
soul has had all this existence aud experience as Plato taught, 
does not that fact explain the strange visions of the night! Tbe 
vague recollections of an early life come faintly to view, while 
the more vivid remembrances of a former existence burn In their 
intensity of impressions. Ideas are Implanted In tbe mind that 
were derived, not from the senses, but from these prior exist¬ 
ences. 

Or shall we leave the “all-knowledge” and the “Immortality” 
theories, and examine Plato’s Ideas of physiology! The reason 
In the bead, Spirit or Courage In the breast, and tbe Appetite in 
the lower part of the trunk. The liver filled with sweet and 
bitterness was a watch; when reason disapproved, “It checks In¬ 
ordinate desire by Its bitterness, and on tbe other hand, when It 
approves, all Is soothed Into gentle repose by It sweetness; 
moreover, in sleep or sickness or In Inspiration It becomes pro¬ 
phetic, so that even the vilest portion of tbe body Is In a cer¬ 
tain degree participant of truth.” Shall we say this explains 
the cake dream! That the stomach In a certain sense analyzed 
the cake, and then the brain in some way comprehended the 
component parts of the cake! 

Says a learned commentator on Plato’s theory of a prior 
existence, and these recollections mentioned, and which, I think 
with what I have said of digestion, explains the cause of dreams 
and the strange process of the mind and Imagination, as revealed 
In dreams. “Bat Plato did not know tbe double structure and 
the double action of tbe brain of man; be did not remember that 
the mind may lose all recognition of the lapse of time , and with 
equal facility compress Into the twinkling of an eye events so 
numerous that for their occurrence days and even years would 
seem to be required; or conversely that It can take a single, a 
simple Idea, which one would suppose might be disposed of in a 
moment, and dwell upon It, dilating or swelling It out, until all 
the hours of a long night are consumed.” Tho Illustration of 
the drowning man calling Into vivid view all the scenes of his 
life In a second is well known, and referred to, and also “our 
own experience In our dreams." “ Bach hemisphere of the brain 
thinking for itself and the mind deluded as respects the lapse of 
time, mistaking these simultaneous action for successive ones, and re¬ 
ferring one of the l iso impressions to an indistinct and mistg past. 
To Plato such facts as these afforded copious proofs of tbe prior 
existence of the sonl and a strong foundation for a faith In Its 
future life.” Yes, and to how many, many others I But tbe 
Captain here Interrupted and said, “ I don’t think I see exactly 
why I dreamed about that whale being In that spot." 

I replied “ A dream Is a slight action of tbe thinking faculties In 
a partial, but never In a sound sleep. You probably was just 
about awakening. At this hoar dreams usually occur. As you 
had been tblnklog continually of whales, It was most natural that 
you should dream about them. The very surrounding suggested 
the subject. I consider It an accident that you found the whale 
at the spot you dreamed. Jocularly speaking, any sailor would 
have wit enough to think tbe whale was to tbe leeward, where 
he could easily run to It, rather than the windward, where he 
would have to “ beat up’’ to It with difficulty, and for a like 
reason that It would be ahead rather than In the wake of the 
ship. 

When yon reflect upon the thousand dreams we all have, and 
how very few prove true. It Isa wonder we seldom dream co Tectly 
corccrnlng tbe future. We are constantly, when awake, predict¬ 
ing accurately of the future. The marvel Is rather we do not 
than we seldom do, rightly divine the future In our dreams Fancy 
and Imagination are Incessantly at work In our dreams, and It 
would seem Impossible that they should not In dreams at times 
conjure up places that we subsequently find, or eve its that oc¬ 
cur. No rational mind could therefore give dreams credence. 
Is your dresrn any more marvellous than the events In the life 
of Marie Antoinette. I have selected her because she Is so promi¬ 
nent a character In history. Her beauty, Innocence, generosity, 
courage and oruel death will awake tbe sympathy of mankind to 
long as a human heart remains to mourn. From the wreck of a 
mighty throne, she rises from that debris of blood and cruelty 
and crime, as beautiful as tbe Morning Star. The beauty of Paris 
and Versailles may fade away, the Lily of France may wither and 
decay, hut Marie Antoinette shall live Immortal. Oo the day of her 
birth, an earthquake destroyed Lisbon, and long excited a fear- 
frl Int .rest In Europe. Did that event portend the revolo Ion 
which she should witness I She was betrothed to the Dauphin 
of France. In tbe Ilfs of Goethe this Incident occurs. On her 
journey to Parts to he married, a pavilion was erected at the 
borders of Francs, to receive her In royal sta-e. Goethe wee 
shocked to find Raphael's Cartoons thrust In an as ids chamber, 
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while the pictures of French artiste were In the main saloons. 
“ These pictures were the history of Jasou, Medea and Creusa, 

• ou-equenlly a story of a most wretched marriage. To the left 
of the throne was seen the bride struggling against a horrible 
death. ” At the marriage celebration, a huge scaffolding broke, 
and over three hundred persona were killed or wounded. For a 
long time after her marriage an heir was despaired of, bnt when 
the glad event occurred, the populace formed an Immense pro¬ 
cession In honor of so grand an occasion. By some oversight of 
the police, a body of men Inserted themselves who bad never 
been before or since represented In such a procession, namely, 
the 'grave diggers.’ 

"These things each and all portended disaster and death, and both 
came; yet each and all were merely accidents. Few would »be 
superstitious enough to believe that sad and untimely death of 
the queen was foretold by these occurrences, yet the same logic 
that would deem the dream prophetic, would even more strongly 
assert that by these happenings, did coming events cast their 
shadows before. " 

“ Well,” said the captain, “ be that as It may, I think your 
theories of 'all knowledge’ and ‘spirit going off,' and 'existences' 
are all 'bosb,' ” and he put In a ‘‘swear word'' and the “big, big 
D." 1 appeased the “old sea dog" somewhat as he was Just going 
below, by saying: “I Intended you should, but how many super¬ 
stitions are you sweeping away, and how much of the foundations 
of religion,the arguments In favor of the soul and Its Immortality, 
are you not striking down I We have day dreams that the soul 
must be Immortal, because the race have so long thought so, be¬ 
cause the other thought Is so abhorrent to our nature; because 
our strong affectionsaud feelings demand a reunion with friends; 
but Is the argument any stronger or different than that In this life 
we expect during the rest of our years, more prosperous times; 
happier days for our friends, our family, and ourselves, that our 
condition will In every way be Improved; Is It, Isay, any different 
and does not the experience of each prove, If not Its fallacy, at 
least that Its basis Is only hope I*’ 

But before I had proceeded thus far, the captain had stretched 
himself upon the locker and was lying down to the sleep of the 
weary, aud let us hope, to “pleasant dreams."

JKoitiural Stlstorj?, 

Aoies. 

—In a lecture held before the Buffalo Society of Natural Sci¬ 
ences by Its director, Prof. A. R. Grote, the lecturer treated In a 
masterly manner the subject of the advent of life, concerning 
which there Is much discussion at present owing to the mystery 
surrounding this great problem. By pluclng himself broadly 
upon the platform of the theory of evolution, the logical scientist 
demonstrated that there Is a gradual and orderly succession of 
life, as shown from the evidences of the relics of our earliest and 
lowest strata up to the most modern. He explained furthermore, 
how this process, continued through Immense periods of time. Is 
repeated still In the life history of every living organism, man In¬ 
cluded. That the principle of life Is contained within all, even 
the lowest organisms, Is a hardly disputable fact, differing 
throughout all of the vast scale of animated nature not In kind, 
but only In degree. The very lowest of all living things, a cryp- 
togamlc. plant for Instance, develops Into perfection from a sim¬ 
ple, apparently structureless cell, which by accumulation and 
segmentation develops at last Into complicated organism. 

There must have, of course, been in the long history of our 
planet a time, when life made its first appearance as a distinct 
force, and the only question Is this, whether its origin manifested 
Itself by a multiplicity of forms, such as we view them now every¬ 
where, or If long periods of time were oiled to aid to perfect In 
a slow and orderly manner the gradual culmination, wnlcb finds 
Its highest and most noble expression In the form of mau. That 
this latter, by reason of the elementary components of his body, 
differs In no way from any of the Inferior aulmals Is a fact long 
since demonstrated by the achievements of niitderu chemistry, 
but whether he came to perfection by a sudden fin or In conse¬ 
quence of predetermined natural laws devised by the great Creator 
of the Immense uulverse, seems to be the focal point of the 
present diversity of opinion. It would not seem to lesseuour rev¬ 
erential sentiments by conceiving of a grand, slowly 
maturing plan culminating at last In man's perfection 
and the traditional accounts of the scriptures complied at a 
time when a knowledge upon the plainest phenomena of nature 
were In their lnfaucy cannot any longer be regarded as the ulti¬ 
mate dictum, which the growing Intelligence of our present age, 
Is bound to accept. As knowledge Increases, auclent beliefs be¬ 
come obsolete. What held good centuries ago Is supplanted by 
the achievements of the nineteenth century, and no one can say 
that the nobler attributes of our nature, or our moral and relig¬ 
ious feelings, have suffered therefrom any deterioration. 

The concluding portions of the present lecture, which has 
been published In full In the supplement of the dcientjlc Ameri¬ 
can, should not be exclusively committed to the columns of this 
widely circulated excellent Journal, and we lay them In conse¬ 
quence before the reflective readers of the Cniuaoo Field, with 
regrets for omission for the accompanying cuts, which Illustrate 
step by step the treatment of the subject. Prof. Grote concludes 
as follows: 

We may conceive the succession of life as a tree with many 
branches and branchiate. If we burled such a tree In the ground 
so that Its upmost branchlets, In their natural position, only 
peeped a little way above the surface, we might Infer while 
walking over the area covered by them, that these different little 
twigs were really different plants, and had no connection. They 
seem distinct and separate; but If we made a horizontal cut a 
little way down, many of these little twigs would be seen to i un 
together. Others would appear still separate, because we had 
not yet got to their connection. 

Now let us conceive the top surface to be the present time, 
and the cut down a little way to be tertiary time, and we should 
be able to trace a type through the remains of a succession of 
Individuals. In some Instances we have proved the aKual suc¬ 
cession of forma Certain klDds of shells can now be connected 
In cabinets, Individual after Individual, each varying a little In 
one direction or another until we come, without a break, to ter¬ 
tiary specimens, at one time held to be distinct “ species." Cut¬ 
ting down again lowor, while some of the longer brauches would 
persist, others, with all their smaller ramifications, would be cut 
off entirely. And supposing this second cutting to represent 
secondary time, we find that this corresponds again to what we 
know of the development of life. 

All the higher tertiary forma have been cut off. The branches 
which remain have not differentiated so high op, or are straight 
simple branches thrown off way down at the roots, as the 
sponges and corals which persist with little ebaoge throughout 
tea series. Borne branches would ba found to converge, which 
were at the top wide apart. At the bottom we find this tree to 
hare Its roots In protoplasm, the lowest form of organlc'matter; 
and the differsnoe between this protoplasm aad Inorganic sub¬ 


stances la found to depend, not on 1U particular elements them¬ 
selves, but In the method and qqantlty In combination. Both 
plants and animals originate from a common stock. That stock 
was protoplasm In the form of cells. A variation sprang up 
through a change In the environment, by which some cells be¬ 
came harder externally, and these single cells were the progeni¬ 
tors of plants through the algae and seaweeds, as I have ex¬ 
plained In my first lecture. With regard to the ancestry of any 
form of life It Is not necessary to assume that it Is a linear de¬ 
velopment from Its nearest ally. Mankind la not directly de¬ 
scended from existing anthropoid apes, but the stem which 
culminated In man arose from the same stock which, In another 
direction, produced the chimpanzee. 

Science answers the conundrum of whether the egg or the 
hen was first made by showing that they at last come together. 
The higher we rise In the scale of life the greater the divergence 
between the egg and the adult form. The lower we descend the 
nearer the approach. Below them both rests the amorphic mat¬ 
ter of life, out of which all live things were made and without 
which organic life could not exist 

In the artificial varieties of animals produced by breeding 
man avails himself of the existing laws of development and 
species making. He copies and assists nature, just as by alter 
Ing a river course he makes the water to flow In a new direction. 
But the impulse to flow Is there; and so, also, Is the tendency to 
vary Inherent In the animal form. 

In astronomy, the nebular hypothesis, which Is pure evolution, 
Is the accepted basts for our understanding of the stars. Is It 
to be conceived that evolution can obtain In the uulverse be¬ 
yond, and special creation on the earth! Do heavenly bodies 
move strictly in conformity with laws governing the motion of 
matter, and are these same laws to be violated here to produce 
such specializations of matter as plants and animals! As well 
might we say that while our own bodies grow according to cer¬ 
tain well-known laws of development, some one organ Is exempt 
from the working of these and Increases by miraculous power. 
Whatever our fate, we are of the universe and cannot leave It, 
if we would. We can do very much to render this earth pleas¬ 
antly habitable, nothing to escape from living under Its con¬ 
stitution. 

You will remember that we know the composition of pro¬ 
toplasm, and that we are not yet able to make It out of Its ele- 
mants, but we have been able to make certain other organic 
compounds, such as urea. And on the other hand, we are not 
able to make certain Inorganic substances, although we know 
tbelr composition. There is nothing about protoidasm which is 
more mysterous than urea, of which we know the composition 
and can make It, or of the diamond, of which we know the com¬ 
position but caunot make It. 

We may conclude from our studies that organic matter Is the 
result of the combination of Inorganic matter, and also that pro¬ 
toplasm need not have anything more extraordinary about its 
origin than other combinations of matter which we do not 
think mysterous. The question of spontaneous generation Is 
not the main question In the problem of life, because we find a 
succession of development as the matter now stands. The saying, 
that everything comes from pre-existing life (meanlug organic 
life), need not have been true for the lowest form of such life 
because It holds good for those above It, If they succeeded by a 
blood aeries. But everything depends on what we mean by “ life.” 
If our mass of protoplasm that moves about and absorbs new 
matter la alive, then life has many grades. That It has many 
phases we know from Its embryonic development. There Is lees 
difference between the life which this lowest form of organized 
matter exhibits and tbe life of inorganic matter, than between 
It and the life we see displayed in adult vertebrate animals. In 
this way we may arrive at the conception that life Is a form of the 
eternal movement of atoms which surrounds us, and of which 
we are a part. We can reduce all definite ways of motion at 
last to one way. Evolution of matter by one source of energy 
leads us to the purest philosophy aud to the contemplation of one 
God. 

It now remains for me to point out that the brain is the seat 
of a nervous center which has gradually developed In the ver¬ 
tebrate life. That, so far as we cau see, Instinct only differs 
from reason In the greater simplicity of its action, and thus In 
degree aDd not ill kind. The mind of animals and men is found 
to be built up out of Impressions received In the nervous center 
of the brain through the nerves. Where there are no nerves 
there Is no mind. Where, In the Individual, the nerves are Im¬ 
paired, the mind suffers. The brain receives through eye and ear 
certain intelligences which It would not have without their aid. 
The brain materially absorbs these Impressions, which become 
fixed and constitute memory. The new atoms which the brain 
receives seem to (It Into the old moulds which the former Impres¬ 
sions have when Its possession aids Its growth and extension. The 
newly acquired energy received by tbe parent Is transmitted to 
tbe specialized cell, which It throws off as an egg. At the bot¬ 
tom It Is found that tbe movements of plants and animals are 
the real cause of a change In their form and constitution; and 
animals, moving more than plants, are found also to exhibit a 
greater range of variation In form. Behind their exterior 
changes lie the movements of the atoms of matter of which they 
are made up. All arrests of development, physical and mental, 
arise from a want of energy and*unfriendly environment, We 
have arrived at the point where we set out In our first lecture, 
that movements depend ultimately upon the kind of particles of 
wblcb tbe thing that mores Is made op. 

All variations are seen from tbelr very raison d’etre to originate 
with tbe Individual and not with the species. Out of these 
variations “ species ’’ arise. There Is then, no such thing, ss s 
closed species In nature. Instead, we have a group of Individuals 
which more or less resemble esch other, and by tbe amount of 
their coincidence reveal the nearness of their kinship. Between 
such groups of Individuals a general larger or smaller resemblance 
exists, and here equally denotes the length of time or the force 
of circumstances which has resulted In tbelr present differences 
made on the brain mass, and so our experiences are not forgot¬ 
ten. I have shown in my first lecture that we only understand 
the succession of events, and that we know things by comparison 
merely. We cannot understand the thing In Itself. We koow 
how things repel, attract, and affect us. Our Ideas spring from 
putting the single experiences of our senses together. We can 
revolve them back Into single Impressions and prove the fact. 
Knowledge depends on time, experience and comparison. Our 
apparent freedom of will Is not an absolute freedom, but depends 
Itself on natural causes, the extent of our knowledge, the 
amount of our experience, our Inherited capacities, the compara¬ 
tively wide elbow-room we have come Into In tbe world. Our 
moralities, or rules of conduct, arise them selves from our' en¬ 
vironment. There Is no absolute right, but what appeals so Is 
the result of former experience. It la the best sense of the 
world, not the common sense. 

Morality Is comparative throughout different peoples sod dlf 
farent ages, and depends ultimately on knowledge. Its rudi¬ 
ments appear In the conduct of animals Whan wa knew no bat¬ 
ter than to teach " creation,” we were not wrong In teaching It. 
Now that we do know better, It la a mistake of the Intelligence 
to bold to the old opinion, and l ^n omsa a wrong to leach our 
children the fatty tala of mhwrnlrue craastaw as tons, ataoa It Is 


one from a belief In which they will suffer In their after life. It 
Is, at least, giving them something they may have to lose, if they 
are to develop Intellectually, and tbe loss of which will give them 
pain. 

Tbe Rev. Henry Martineau, of England, says: “The whole 
history of tbe genetic order of things religion must surrender to 
the sciences. In tbe domain of physical Investigation theology 
Is an Intruder and must stand aside." 

The object of science Is to ascertain proximate truth by means 
of the senses. Science has discovered that there Is a succession 
and connection throughout tbe uulverse. It demands that this 
truth lie recognized and be taught to tbe young III schools. It 
shows that It will be to tbe good of the whole state that Its mem¬ 
bers grow up with a recognition of the true condition of the 
affairs which surround them. But It especially lustats at this 
time that to teach the fairy tale of creation, as we hare called It, 
Is to sow a confusion of Ideas which, In the soil of our social life,' 
adds to the crop of disorders and disagreements, preventing har¬ 
mony In the body politic, and constantly endangering the safety 
of tbe Republic. 

A few plants have tbe property of retaining a store of water 
within the hollow tubes of thelrjeaves,whereby they are enabled 
to withstand protracted drouth, which would be particularly 
fatal to the existence of those which, like the pitcher plants, 
flourish only In marshes. When these dry up, the surplus store 
comes Into use. It may, however, be not generally known that 
this peculiarity Is also shared by others of different nature. 
There are some members of the Brotneliaa, which grow on dry 
grounds, aud In these the overlapping, deeply concave leaves at 
the base serve as reservoirs on account of this closely shingled dis¬ 
position. 8everal species of this curious family, of which the 
eatable pine apple may be considered as a fair type, attain In 
tbelr tropical homes to great dimensions, and their dark green 
spreading crown-llke forms are a noticeable feature of the vegeta- 
th»D In the Amazonian region, where they become aerial, and 
often fairly load down many huge t-ees, which are characteristic 
to these parts. Even during the dry season, unless it has been 
exceptionally dry, a fair amount of water may be obtained by In¬ 
verting any one of the larger sized Bromellas, and the clear water 
retained by them offers ever a grateful refreshing drink. This 
same expedient may also be adopted with success by cutting 
through the long serpent-llke aerial roots which In these forests 
often form an Impenetrable network of fantastically twisted veg¬ 
etable cables descending everywhere from tbe branches of the 
nmbrella-llke domes of the great trees. The .Vi/Mnthe* dUlilla- 
loria of the East Indies, seem t>> share, In the eastern hemisphere, 
the same faculties, as Its curious leaves ending In a fac simile of 
a vegetable tea-pot with a veritable leafy lid to prevent evapo 
ration, are mure or less filled with pure and cool water. Con¬ 
cerning this we And In a recent work an extract from un officer 
of marines, statlonedat Madagascar,wherein he writes as follows: 
•'Three days after my arrival at Madagascar I lost my way during 
a short excursion Into the Interior, aud was overtaken with an 
exceaslve lassitude accompanied with a devouring thirst. After 
a long walk I was on the point of yielding to despair when I per¬ 
ceived close to me, suspended to leaves, some small vases, some¬ 
what like those used on board to preserve fresh water. I began 
to think that I was under one of those hallucinations by which 
the sick are visited In fever when the refreshing draught seems 
to fly from their parched lips. I approached, however, with 
some hesitation, threw a rapid glance at the pitchers; judge my 
happluess when I found them filled with a pure and transparent 
liquid. The draught I took gave me the beet Idea I have realized 
of tbe nectar served at the table of the gods. 

The Red (•muse. 

To the red grouse, Lagobus scotlcus, as termed by Macetlll- 
vray, 1 must devote a larger space for notes ornithological and 
miscellaneous, as from both a sporting and gastrouomte point of 
view It Is the most Important of the four species of Tetraontdie 
which are found In this country. It Is the grouse par eicellence • 
and eujoys a multitude of names. By some it Is called the hrowu 
ptarmigan, In accordance with their view that It Is only a “ low 
country ” ptarmigan, Just ss there are low country brown hares 
and mountain white ones. Moor or mulr fowls, moor cock and 
hen, and gorcock are more local and familiar titles; while, again, 
It is the Tetrao scotlcus of Llnnemus, Latham, Temmlnck and 
others, aud tbe L'Altagas of Buffon. The generic term of 
Lagopus signifies “ hareafont," and It has, like its congener the 
white ptarmigan, not only feathered tarsi, but its feet are covered 
with thick short plumage 

We may claim the red grouse to be one of the Indigenous 
fauna of these islands, being found In England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, but not on the continent or elsewhere. Hence the sug¬ 
gestion that Its specific name should be Brttannicus; but its 
greater abundance north of the Tweed than In England or Ire¬ 
land fairly entitles Scotland to the compllmcut of having It 
named after the land of heather. In England, Staffordshire and 
Derbyshire are the southern limits of Its range, and as tbe re¬ 
clamation of waste land In these counties advances It Is inevita¬ 
ble that tbe grouse will gradually retire northward. Attempts 
to acclimatize the birds farther south have hitherto failed; for 
instance, on Dartmoor, in Devonshire, and on the Cornish moors, 
but, possibly, with perseverance, success might eventually be at¬ 
tained. The result of the experiment made by the Prince of 
Wales last year to acclimatize the red grouse on his estate at 
Sandringham Ib looked forward to with considerable Interest, and 
North Norfolk Is a great deal farther to the uorth than Devon¬ 
shire and Cornwall, and Indeed is almost on tbe same parallel 
with the grouse districts of Derbyshire aud Staffordshire, there Is 
a goo d hope that tbe attempt will succeed. The doubt Is whetb 
er tbe heath tracts of Sandringham aud tbe neighborhood are 
sufficiently extensive and hilly for the birds to take kindly to. 
A considerable range of opeu mountain and heathery moorland 
seem necessary to their existence. They love not woods of birch 
and reedy swa.upe, like the blackcock, nor dark pine forests, like 
the capercailzie; aud although they do not retire so far from the 
haunts of men as the ptarmigan In the higher Alpine regions, yet 
they must have “ ample scope and verge euough " for flight and 
feeding ground. 

A handsome bird Is tbe cock red grouse when fully grown and 
In full season. His plumage Is a rich sienna brown, beautifully 
waved and mottled, and shaded with lighter tints, tbe throat 
sometimes assuming a coppery hue, and the belly deepening luto 
black, or nearly so, The feathers of the tall, which are not 
forked like those of the blackcock, are brown, barred and edged 
with red. It has the same rough scarlet spot over the eyes as 
tbe other members of the grouse family, and the legs are almost 
white, offering a strange contrast to the rest of the plumage. 
Thoae who only know the bird ss he bangs In the poulterer’s shop, 
or as taken from the hamper, however carefully packed, cau have 
little Idea of bis beauty wheu first killed and not much mangled 
with shot. The first grouse I ever killed was a grand cock bird 
In Cbapcl-Ie-Dale, Yorkshire, when "driving." He was hit In some 
way which caused him to tower a little, aud, with a gentle fluttering 
of his wings, he fell within my rampart about a yard from me. 
Bo beautiful was he that I could hardly Identify him with the 
grouse of our shops. Tbe female Is of a duller color than the 
male. In the early part of the year, as the breeding season ap- 
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proache*, the color* of both the cock *nd hen become brighter 
and more distinct. It la a curious fact that the red grouse vary

be that the brighter and more abundant the heather the brighter 
the birds. Indeed, It may almost be said of grouse that the 
birds vary on each moor, Just ** the trout do In different 
streams. I noticed some years ago that in a not very broad 
Yorkshire valley the birds which bred on one side varied from 
those bred on the other. Unlike the black grouse, the red 
grouse are strictly monogamous, but the cock, to his discredit, 
does not appear to attend to his parental duties In reference to 
the young brood a* assiduously as some male birds do; but both 
the male and female will fight boldly In defence of their young 
when attacked by various kinds of " vermin.’’ The red grouse 
make but a rude nest of dried grass, leaves, and other handy 
odds and ends, in some slight rocky or sandy hollow beneath a 
tuft of heather or low bush, and the female lays from eight to 
fourteen eggs of a dingy white color spotted with brown.

Doe* the Fox Snake “Mimic” the Rattlesnake! 

On May 24th a fact came under my observation which until 
then was unknown to me; It may, however, not be new to other 
readers of tbe Naturalist. 

While examining an exposure of lower magneslsn limestone 
In tbe glen at tbe Junction mill, my attention was called to a 
large spotted snake lying upon tbe stamp of a fallen tree, where 
It was stretched at full length basking In the sun,over the stream. 

Before I could rcsch the spot the snake bad apparently suspect¬ 
ed danger and had retreated to a clump of grass near the foot of 
a tree where, by dllllgent search, it was at last discovered. De¬ 
siring to obtain the specimen alive, If possible, I placed my foot 
upon the body of the snake near the middle, when to my sur¬ 
prise, there followed s buzzing sound that caused me to spring 
backward, thinking l had encountered a rattlesnake. 

A blow from a stick disabled the snake but did not stop the 
bussing sound, which was repeated several times, and tbe motion 
of the tall was distinctly observed by myself and my friend, Mr. 

F. F. Watson. The terminal Inch and a half of the tall alone 
participated In tbe vibration, and was thrown rapidly from side to 
side over an arc of about three-fourths of an Inch, moving so 
rapidly as to appear like a dull fan-llke glimmer. In every In 
stance observed, the tall was raised but little above tbe horizon 
tal, and tbe bussing sound was continuous through a few seconds
